the Holy Spirit that I have given in the various 

cities in which I have held meetings during the 
last twenty-five years. Of course, the addresses have 
grown and been modified as I have gone from city to city. 
They have been greatly blessed of God in bringing multi- 
tudes of believers into a larger Christian experience and 
life, in stirring up and equipping many for intelligent 
service and directly or indirectly, in the conversion, I 
presume, of a very goodly company in Japan, China, 
Australia, India, England, Scotland, Ireland, Germany, 
and in various states of the Union. After Mr. Moody 
had heard the addresses in the earlier form in which they 
were given, he insisted that I should give them in every 
place I visited, and the demand for their publication has 
increased as the years have gone by. 

Nearly two years ago, I brought out a volume entitled 
Soul-Winning Sermons, containing all the sermons that I 
ordinarily preached in the night meetings wherever I con- 
ducted a series of meetings covering four weeks, I in- 
tended to bring out also a companion volume, containing 
the morning or afternoon addresses that I give to Chris- 
tians in a four-weeks series, but these addresses are for 
the most part devoted to two lines of teaching—teaching 
concerning prayer and teaching concerning the Holy 
Spirit and His Work. When this latter book was well 
under way, it seemed wise to divide it into two volumes: 
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4 he chapters in this book are really addresses on 
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one devoted entirely to the subject of Prayer, and the other 
devoted entirely to the related subject of the Holy Spirit 
and His Work. The volume on Prayer, entitled The Power 
of Prayer and the Prayer of Power, came out almost 
simultaneously with the volume, Soul-Winning Sermons. 
Since then I have been so almost incessantly engaged, both 
winter and summer, in conducting evangelistic meetings 
and Bible conferences, and in writing other books for 
which the publishers could not wait, that I have been un- 
able to bring out the volume on the Holy Spirit until now. 

The substance of these addresses may be found in 
books of mine already published, and when people have 
asked me if they could not get the addresses in printed 
form I have replied: “You can find the substance of | 
them in my book, The Person and Work of the Holy 
Spirit, or in my other book, What the Bible Teaches.” 
But many who have secured those books have said: “ We 
want the addresses in the form that you give them in your 
meetings, with the illustrations that you use and the ap- 
plications and personal appeals that you make.” So here 
they are, and it is hoped that God may use them in the 
printed form even as He has so wonderfully used them 
when spoken from the platform. 

In the present book there is no attempt to treat this 
great subject in a thorough and comprehensive way and 
in all its manifold bearings. If one desires to find such 
treatment of the subject he is referred to my book, The 
Person and Work of the Holy Spirit, in which it is at- 
tempted to give an exhaustive treatment of this important 
subject. The aim of this book is altogether practical; 
viz., to produce immediate results of definite personal 
blessing in the heart and life and service of every one 
who reads it. 
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Anyone who has this volume and the books, Soul-Win- 
ning Sermons and The Power of Prayer and the Prayer 
of Power, and my smaller book, Getting the Gold Out of 
the Word of God, has practically all the sermons and ad- 
dresses that I give in any evangelistic campaign of ordi- 
nary length. However, not all the sermons that I preach 


_ in my longer series of meetings—covering, for example, 


three continuous months each (as in Liverpool and in 
Philadelphia), or covering five continuous months (as in 
London) ,—are in print, nor even in manuscript form.

In actual fact the doctrine inity.is found many 
hundreds of times in the Old Testament. In the Hebrew 
Bible it occurs in most of the places where you find the. 
word “God” in your English Bible, for the Hebrew 
word ordinarily used for God in the Old Testament is a 
plural noun; literally translated it would be “ Gods,” and 
not “God.” In the very passage to which the Unitarians 
and Jews, who reject the Deity of Christ, refer so often 
as proving conclusively that the Deity of Christ cannot 
be true, namely, Deut. 6:4, the very doctrine that they 
are seeking to disprove is found; for Deut. 6:4, literally 
“translated, would read, “ Hear, O Israel: Jehovah our 
Gods is one Jehovah.” 

_Why did the Hebrews, with their unquestionable and 
intense monotheism, use a plural name for God? ‘This 
was the question that puzzled the Hebrew grammarians 
and lexicographers of the past, and the best explanation 
that they could arrive at was that the plural for God here 
used was “the pluralis majestatis,” that is, the plural of 
majesty. But this explanation is entirely inadequate. To 
say nothing of the fact that the pluralis majestatis in the 
Old Testament is a figure of very doubtful occurrence— 
I have not been able to find any place in the Old Testa- 
ment where it is clear that the pluralis majestatis is used—

more than Comforter. It means Comforter plus.a great 
deal beside. The Greek word so translated is “ Para- 
kletos.” ‘This word is a compound word, compounded 
of the word “ Para,” which means “alongside,” and 
** Kletos,” which means “ one called ”: so the whole word 
means, “One called to stand alongside another,” one 
called to take his part and help him in every emergency 
that arises. 

It is the same word that is translated “ Advocate” in 
1 John 2:1, “If any man sin, we have an Advocate 
(Parakleton) with the Father, Jesus Christ the right- 
eous.” But the word “ Advocate” does not begin to give 
the full force of the word. Etymologically the word 
“Advocate” means about the same as the word “ Para- 
kletos.” Advocate is really a Latin word transliterated 
into the English; the word is compounded of two words, 
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‘ad,” meaning “to,” and “ vocatus,” which means “ one

He got along fine for a few 
moments, and then seemingly he turned around to see if 
his companions saw how well he was doing, thus he took 
his eyes off the Lord and saw the wind and the waves, 
and yo sooner had he gotten his eyes off the Lord than, 
he began to sink, and he cried out, “ Lord, save me,” and 
Jesus reached out His hand and held him up. Just so,

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ey N How can we fear under any Srcmianeee if 
we really believe that He is by our side? You may be 
surrounded by a howling mob; I have been, an Irish mob 
and a.Chinese mob, but what of it, if He walks between 
you and the mob? That thought will banish all fear. I 
had some years ago a Striking illustration of this in my 
own experience that I shall never forget. I was speaking 
at a Bible Conference on a lake in New York State. I 
had a cousin who had a cottage four miles up the lake 
and I went up there and spent my rest day with him. 
The next day he brought me down in his steam launch to 
the pier where the Conference was held. As I stepped 
off the launch onto the pier he said to me, “ Come back 
again tonight, Archie, and spend the night with us,” and I 
promised him I would. But I did not realize what I was 
promising. That night, when my address was over, as I 
went out of the hotel and started on my walk, I found that 
I had taken a large contract. The cottage was four miles 
away, but a four-mile walk or an eight-mile walk was 
nothing to me under ordinary circumstances, but a storm 
was coming up and the whole heaven was overcast. Fur- 
thermore, the path led along a bluff bordering the lake, 
and the path was near the edge of the bluff. Sometimes 
the lake was perhaps not more than ten or twelve feet 
below, at other times some thirty or forty feet below. I 
had never gone over the path before and found that it led 
right along the edge of the bluff; besides that, there was 
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no starlight and I could not see the path at all. There | 
had already been a storm that had gulleyed out deep 
ditches across the path into which one might fall and 
break his leg. I could not see these ditches except when 
there would be a sudden flash of lightning, when I would 
see one, and then it would be darker and I blinder 
than ever, 

As I walked along this path, so near the edge of the 
bluff with all the furrows cut through it, I felt it was 
perilous to take the walk and thought of going back; but 
the thought came to me, “ You promised that you would 
come tonight and they may be sitting up waiting for you,” 
so I felt that I must go on. But it seemed creepy and 
uncanny to walk along the edge of the bluff on such an 
uncertain path which I could not see, and could only hear 
rising from the foot of the bluff the sobbing and wailing 
and the moaning of the lake as it was moved by the fast 
approaching storm. Just then the thought came to me, 
“ What was it you told the people there at the Conference 
about the Holy Spirit being a Person always by our side? 
Does He not walk by your side now?” Then I at once 
realized that the Holy Spirit walked between me and the 
edge of the bluff, and that four miles through the dark 
was four miles without fear, a gladsome instead of a 
fearsome walk. 

I once threw this thought out in the Royal Albert Hall 
in London, one dark dismal afternoon. There was a 
young lady in the audience who had an abnormal fear of 
the dark. It simply seemed impossible for her to go into 
a dark room alone. After the meeting was over she hur- 
ried home and rushed into the room where her mother 
was sitting and cried, “ Oh, mother, I have heard the most 
wonderful address this afternoon I ever heard in my life, 
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about the Holy Spirit always being by our side as our 
ever-present helper and protector. Mother, I shall never 
be afraid of the dark again.” But her mother was a 
practical English woman, and said to her, “ Well, let us 
see how real that is. Now, go up-stairs to the top floor, 
into the dark room, and shut the door and stay in there 
alone in the dark.” The daughter wrote me the next 
day, “I went bounding up the stairs, went into the dark 
room, closed the door and it was pitch dark, and Oh, it 
was dark, utterly dark, but that room was bright and 
glorious with the presence of the Holy Spirit.” 





you ever have insomnia? I did. For owe ae awful 
years. Night after night I would go to bed almost dead, 
it seemed to me, for sleep, and I thought I would cer- 
tainly sleep as I could scarcely keep awake; but scarcely 
had my head touched the pillow when I knew I would not 
sleep, and I would hear the clock strike twelve, one, two, 
three, four, five, six, and then it was time to get up.

But 
one night I went to bed in the Bible Institute in Chicago, 
where I was then stopping. I expected to fall asleep 
almost immediately, as had become my custom, but 
scarcely had my head touched the pillow when I knew I 
was not going to sleep. Insomnia was back. If you have 
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ever had him you will always recognize him. It seemed 
as if Insomnia was sitting on the footboard of my bed 
looking like an imp, grinning at me and saying, “I am 
back for two more years.” 

“Oh,” I thought, “two more years of this awful in- 
somnia.” But that very morning I had been teaching to 
our students, in the lecture-room on the floor below, the 
Personality of the Holy Spirit, and the thought came to 
me almost immediately, “ What was that you were telling 
the students down-stairs this morning about the Holy 
Spirit being a Person always with us?” And I said to 
myself, “Why don’t you practice what you preach? “4

Eighteen months passed, I was back in Scotland again, 
taking a short vacation on the Lochs of the Clyde, on the 
private yacht of a friend. One day we stopped off a 
point, a little boat put off the point and came alongside 
the steam yacht. The first one who clambered up the

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side of the yacht and over the rail and onto the deck was 
this widow. Seeing me standing on the deck she hurried 
across and took my hand in both of hers and with a radi- 
ant smile on her face she said, “Oh, Dr. Torrey, the 
thought you gave me in St. Andrew’s Hall that afternoon 
stays with me still, and I have not had a lonely or sad 
hour from that day to this.” 

But it is in our Christian work that the thought comes 
to us with greatest power and helpfulness. Take my own 
experience: I became a minister of the gospel simply be- 
cause I had to, or be forever lost. .I do not mean that I 





as. my Saviour turned upon my preaching the gospel. 
For several years I refused to come out as a Christian 
because I was unwilling to preach, and I felt that if I 
became a Christian I must preach. The night that I sur- 
rendered to God I did not say, “I will accept Christ,” or 
“T will give up my sins;” I said, “I will preach.” 

But if there was ever a man who by natural tempera- 
ment was utterly unfitted to preach, it was I. I was an 
abnormally bashful boy, and a stranger could scarcely 
speak to me without my blushing to the roots of my hair. 
When I went away from home visiting with other mem- 
bers of my family, I could not eat enough at the table, I 
was so frightened to be among strangers. Of all the 
tortures I endured at school there was none so great as 
that of reciting a piece. To stand on the platform and 
have the scholars looking at me, I could scarcely endure 
it; and even when my own father and mother at home 
asked me to recite the piece to them before I went to 
school, I simply could not recite it before my own father 
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and mother. Think of a man like that going into the 
ministry. Even after I was a student in Yale College, 
when I would go home on a vacation and my mother 
would have callers and send for me to come in and meet 
them, I could not say a word. After they were gone my 
mother would say to me, “ Archie, why didn’t you say 
something to Mrs. § or Mrs. D ?” and I would 
say, “ Why, mother, I did.” And she would reply, “ You 
did not utter a sound.” I thought I did, but it would get 
no further than my throat and stick there. I was so 
‘bashful that I never even spoke in a church prayer- 
meeting until after I entered the theological seminary. 
Then I thought that if I were to be a preacher I must at 
least be able to speak in my own church prayer-meeting. 
I made up my mind that I would. I learned a piece by 
heart, I remember some of it to this day, but I think I 
forgot some of it when I got up to speak that night. As 
soon as the meeting was open I grasped the back of the 
settee in front of me and pulled myself up to my feet and. 
held on to it lest I should fall. One Niagara went rush- 
ing up one side and another down the other, and I 
tremblingly repeated as much of my little piece as I could 
remember, and then dropped back into the seat. At the 
close of the meeting a dear old maiden lady, a lovely 
Christian woman, came to me and said, “ Oh, Mr, Torrey, 
I want to thank you for what you said tonight. It did me 
so much good, you spoke with so much feeling.” Feel- 
ing? ‘The only feeling I had was that I was scared nearly , 
to death. Think of a man like that going into the 
ministry. 
My first years in the ministry were torture. I preached 

three times a day. I committed my sermons to memory, 
and then J stood up and twisted the top button of my 
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coat until I had twisted the sermon out, and then when 
the third sermon was preached and finished I dropped 
back into the haircloth settee back of the pulpit with a 
great sense of relief that that was over for another week. 
But then the dreadful thought would at once take posses- 
sion of me, “ Well, you have got to begin tomorrow 
morning to get ready for next Sunday.” Oh, what a 
torment life was. But a glad day came, a day when the 
thought which I am trying to teach you now took posses- 
sion of me, namely, that when I stood up to preach, that,

THE HOLY SPIRIT CONVINCING MEN OF SIN 


ESTERDAY afternoon we studied together about 
| the ave Spirit as _a Person, the Holy Spirit 
Himsel oday we begin a study of the work 


of the "Holy Spirit, and we shall begin our study of His 
work just where He begins His work in most of us, 
Will you please turn in your Bibles to John, the sixteenth 
chapter, the seventh to the eleventh verses: 

“ Nevertheless I tell you the truth: It is expedient for 


you that I go away: for if I go not away, omforter,|, 
will not come unto you; but if I go, L.will.send.Him.unto.} 
ou.| And He, when He is come, will convict the world 


in respect of sin, and of righteousness, and of judgment: 
of sin, because they believe not on Me; of righteousness, 
because. I.go.to.the Father, and ye behold Me no more; 
of judgment, because the prince of this world hath been 
judged.” 

In these verses we are told that, [t is the work of the 


Holy Spirit to “ Convict the world in respect of sin, and 
of righteousness, and of judgment.” 


I. THe Hoty Spirit ConvicrINc THE WorLD oF SIN 
First of all, [¢ is the work of the Holy Spirit to convict 
men of sin. That is to say, it is the work of the Holy 
Spirit to show men their error concerning sin in such a 
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way as to produce a deep sense of personal sinfulness. 
This is where the work of salvation begins in most men, 
they are brought to realize that they are sinners and that, 
therefore, they need a Saviour, and then they are ready 
without much urging to accept Jesus Christ as their Sav- 
iour, when He is presented to them as just the all- 
sufficient Saviour they so sorely need. 

One of the great needs of the present day is conviction 
of sin. The average man has no realization of the awful- 
ness of sin, nor of the fact that he himself is a great sin- 
ner before God. If men and women can be brought to 
a realization of what great sinners they are before God, 
‘most of their doctrinal. difficulties about the 
‘Christ.and about the doctrine of the aton ement,, through 


} he.shed blood, of ,Jesus,.Christ,,.will take care of them- 
‘selves ; for ae but a Divine 























their si wi ongings.ef th coe own ia feace: 8 
‘This i is one of the 5 lacks in much of our so-called 

“revival work ” today, the lack of a deep sense of sin on 
the part of those who come, or profess to come, to Jesus 
Christ. 

Now it is the work of the Holy Spirit to thus convict 
men of sin, to bring them to a realization of their sinful- 
ness, and of their lost condition, and of their great guilt 
before God. Neither you nor I can convince any man of 
sin. As we shall see later, the Holy Spirit uses us to do 
the work, that is, He does the work through us, but we of 
ourselves cannot do it. He must do it. The human heart 
is “deceitful above all things, and desperately wicked ” 
(Jer. 17:9), and there is nothing in which the deceit- 
fulness of the human heart comes out more clearly than 
in the blindness of every one of us to our own sinfulness. 


HOLY SPIRIT CONVINCING MEN OF SIN 43 


We are very sharp-sighted as regards the sins and short- 
comings of others, but very blind to our own. And the 
oe is so blind to its sinfulness that no_one_but_the 


oly Spirit can ever convince the world of sin, that is, 
can ever bring men to see how sinful they are are. No mat- 


ter how great our natural powers of reasoning and per- 
suasion may be, we cannot produce real conviction of sin 
by all our arguments and all our pathetic stories. We can 
get men to cry by telling pathetic stories (and by singing 
songs about “Tell Mother I’ll Be There”), but mere 
shedding of tears over pathetic stories and touching songs 
is not conviction of sin, 

ONLY. BE PRODUCED. BY. THE yy THE Holy SPIRIT. | 

Here is where many of us make our greatest mistake 
both in our preaching and in our personal work; we try to 
convince men of sin, we try to do the Holy Spirit’s work, 
we try to do what He alone can do, and of course we fail. 

I had a very striking illustration of this some years ago 
in our own church in Chicago. One night one of our 
very best workers came to me in the after-meeting and 
said, “I have a man over here, an engineer on the Pan- 
handle .Railroad. I want you to talk with him. I have 
been talking with him for two straight hours and have 
made no impression upon him. Won’t you come and 
speak with him?” JI went over and she introduced me 
to the man, and I sat down beside him and began to use 
the Word of God to produce conviction of sin, but all the 
time looking to the Holy Spirit to carry His own Word 
home. I had not talked with him ten minutes when the 
man was under deep conviction of sin and down on his 
knees crying to God for mercy. While I had talked with 
him this lady who had been talking with him for two 
hours had listened. As a rule that is a very unwise thing 
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to do, for one worker to listen while another talks with 
an inquirer; for men will not open their hearts, nor will 
they _get the real help they need _ while a third party is 
listening. But this woman had a purpose in e in doing it, and 
it was all right in this instance. When the man had gone 
out the worker turned to me and said, “ Mr. Torrey, that 
is very strange.” I said, “ What is strange?” She re- 
plied, “Do you know that you used exactly the same 
passages of Scripture in dealing with that man that I 
used, and I talked with him two hours and made no im- 
pression, and you talked with him not more than ten 
minutes and he was under conviction of sin and crying 
to God for mercy?” 

Now, really, there was no mystery about it, nothing 
strange about it. What was the explanation? I believe it 
was this, that that worker for once had made a mistake 
that she seldom made, that of trying to do the Holy 
Spirit’s work, trying to convince of sin the man with 
whom she was dealing. And when she came to me and 
said, “I have talked with this man two hours and made 
no impression upon him,” the thought came to me at 
once, “If Miss W. , one of my best workers, has 
talked with this man for two hours and made no impres- 


sion, what is the use of m tryin to. “talk Ik with him”; a

When I was pastor of the Moody Church in Chicago, 
we had a committee of the church, composed of some- 
thing like twenty-five members, consisting of the elders 
and deacons and other officers of the church, who met 
together for supper every Friday night, and after supper 
went over the roll of the church, keeping a constant 
watch-care of the members of the church, and discussed 
the various business matters of the Church. At one of 
these Friday night meetings, after we had been discussing 
various important matters, one of our elders said, “ Breth- 
ren, I am not at all satisfied with the way things are going 
in our church, We are having many professed conver- 
sions, and we are having many accessions to the Church, 
but I do not see the conviction of sin that I would like to 

see, and I propose that, instead of discussing business mat- 


ters any further tonight, we spend the time in.prayer,and 


that we meet on other nights also, to cry to God we send 
His Holy..Spirit among us in convicting power.” The 
whole committee saw the wisdom of the suggestion, and it 
was immediately adopted ; and the remainder of that meet- 
ing was spent in prayer, and for a number of nights we 
met together for prayer, to pray definitely for the convict- 
ing power of the Holy Spirit in the work of the church. 
Not long after that, one Sunday night, when I arose to 
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preach I looked around to my left and saw sitting in the 
front seat underneath the gallery, right beside one of my 
deacons, a large, well-dressed man, rather over-dressed, 
with a great big diamond shining from his shirt front. 
Something about the man’s appearance led me to say to 
myself, “I believe that man is a sporting man.” It turned 
out later that he was. His mother kept a sporting-house 
in Omaha and he himself was in Chicago at that time, 
gambling. I said to myself as I saw him sitting there 
beside the deacon, “ Deacon Young has been fishing to- 
day.”—It is a great thing to. have deacons in your church 
and then as I preached I would ‘look radeal at that man. 
His eyes were riveted upon me, he was evidently deeply 
interested. When I went down-stairs to. the after- 
meeting, I noticed that Deacon Young had brought him 
down to the after-meeting, and when I went into an inner 
room for a little closer dealing with individuals, I saw 
that Deacon Young brought him in there. We were a 
long time dealing with souls that night, and about eleven 
o’clock I had just finished dealing with the last one I ex- 
pected to speak to, when Deacon Young came over to me 
and said, “I’ve got a man over here I want you to talk 
with.” JI went over; it was this big sporting man. He 
was greatly agitated, ‘“ Oh,” he groaned as Deacon Young 
introduced me to him, “I don’t know what’s the matter 
with me. I feel awful.” 

Then he went on to tell me this story. He said, “ My 
mother keeps a sporting-house in Omaha, and I am here 
gambling in Chicago, This is the first time that I was 
ever in a Protestant service in my life. I started out this 
afternoon to go down to Cottage Grove Avenue to meet 
some friends down there, and to spend the afternoon 
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gambling. But I was passing by Washington Square over 
yonder and some of the young men of your church were 
holding a meeting in the open air. Among them I saw a 
man named Forbes whom I had known in a life of sin, 
and I said to myself, ‘I wonder what Forbes is doing in 
a meeting like this,’ and I stopped to listen to what he 
might have to say. I was not much impressed and started 
down the street to go to Cottage Grove Avenue. I had 
gone about two blocks when some mysterious power took 
hold of me and brought me back to that meeting. When 
the meeting was over this gentleman (pointing to Deacon 
Young) got hold of me and took me to your Yoke Fel- 
lows’ meeting for supper, and to the meeting that fol- 
lowed the supper, and then took me to the meeting 
up-stairs, and then brought me down here.” And then he 
uttered a groan, “Oh, I don’t know what’s the matter 
with me. I never felt like this before. I feel awful,” 
and he trembled like a leaf and groaned. I said, “I'll tell 
you what’s the matter with you. The Holy Spirit is con- 
victing you of sin.” And that powerful man, shaking and 
trembling with deep emotion, that man who had never 
been in a Protestant service before in all his life, got 
down on his knees and cried to God for mercy, and went 
out with the joyous realization that his sins were all 
forgiven. . 

Oh, that is what we want to see in our meetings. That 
is what we can see if we we only realize our own utter in- 
ability to convince men en of sin, and believe in ‘in the : power of 
(aa do it, and look to Him to do it, and 

depend aupon Tim todo it, and count upon Him to do it, 
and be sure that we ourselves are in such r¢ relations to to “God 
us, 

Let me give you another illustration of the convicting 
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power of the Holy Spirit. Another Sunday night, when 
I arose to preach in the Moody Church, as I looked up 
into the gallery to my left, I saw, almost directly over 
where the other man had sat, another very loudly-dressed 
man. He, too, had a great diamond shining from his 
shirt front, and I said to myself, “ Ah, there is another 
sporting man.” It turned out that he was a travelling 
man, but he was also a sporting man. As I preached, he 
listened with the closest attention and kept moving 
farther and farther to the front edge of his seat, his eyes 
fastened on me. In the midst of my sermon, with no in- 
tention whatever of drawing the net at that time, but 
merely to drive a point home, I said, “ Who will take 
Jesus Christ right now?” The words had scarcely left 
my lips when he sprang to his feet and his voice rang out 
through the church like a pistol shot, “I will.” I stopped 
preaching right then and there—I was not there to save 
sermons, but to save souls—and I gave the invitation to 
all who would accept Jesus Christ as their Saviour right 
then and there to rise to their feet, and all over the house 
men and women and young people sprang to their feet. 

I remember one man especially, an old colonel from 
New York City, belonging to one of the richest families 
in New York City, but whose family had sent him out 
to Chicago to drink himself to death, and that was exactly 
what he was doing in one of the Chicago hotels. He was 
present at our service that night, a man over seventy 
years of age. He was one of the first men on his feet, 
with the tears running down his rugged cheeks, and he 
too accepted Christ that night.

such as I have just described ; He has power to produce 
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the deepest conviction of sin in the hearts of people of 
culture and refinement, “eit and_women living uprigh pright 
lives, men and women of most attractive and winsome 
personality. 

I was sitting one day in my office in the Bible Institute 
in Chicago, waiting for the dinner-bell to ring, when 
there came a rap at my door. “Come in,” I said, and 
there entered an old Scotch gentleman of the finest type. 
He was a man over eighty years of age. I showed him 
to a chair and almost immediately he burst into tears. 
Then he said to me: “ You do not know me but I know 
you. I come constantly to hear you preach, and I have 
come around today to ask you if you think there is any 
hope for a sinner who has sinned so greatly, and contin- 
ued so long in sin, as I have.” Seldom have I seen a man 
under deeper conviction of sin than this elderly gentle- 
mati who had always lived an upright life; but who had 
néver accepted Christ. I took my Bible and showed him, 
on the one hand, what the Bible had to say about him and 
his exceeding sinfulness, and what it had to say, on the 
other side, about the Lord Jesus Christ, the Son of God, 
Who came down into this world to save him, and upon 
Whom all his sins had been laid, and in Whose atoning 
death he might then and there find pardon, and Who had 
risen again and was now a living Saviour “able to save 
to the uttermost ” anyone who came to God through Him. 
And this fine old Scotch gentleman knelt with me in 
prayer and accepted the Lord Jesus as his own Saviour 
and went out of my office rejoicing in the knowledge that 
his sins were all forgiven, 

Some years ago I was attending a Bible Conference in 


Atlanta in the Baptist Tabernacle. At the close of one 
of my addresses, a prominent Baptist preacher, a scholarly 
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man, asked for a private interview with me. This min- 
ister was a graduate of a leading Southern university. 
After graduating from the university he had taken a 
course at the Louisville Theological Seminary, and after 
that had gone to Chicago University for post-graduate 
study and had made so fine a record there that he had 
been sent to Germany to represent the University there. 
He was now pastor of a leading Baptist church in Geor- 
gia. He said to me: “I have a difficult problem on hand 
and I wish your advice. I am the pastor of a church in 
a university town. My congregation is largely made up 
of university professors and their families and university 
students. They are charming people. Some of them put 
me to shame by the beauty of their lives.” “ Now,” he 
continued, “if I had a congregation such as they have in 
_ the Pacific Garden Mission in Chicago of down-and-outs 
and bums and men like that, it would be easy to convict 
them of sin (that is where he was mistaken), but my 
problem is how to convict of sin people of the beautiful 
character and conduct that constitute my audiences.” 
“You cannot do it,” I replied, “ but the Holy Spirit can.” 

Oh, is not that what we need to see in our meetings 
here? Is that not what we need to see in our regular 
services in our churches? Is that not what we most need 
to see over all our land today in all our efforts to lead 
men to a better life,—deep conviction of sin wrought by 
the power of the Holy Ghost? Well, He can do it; He 
alone can do it. He can do it just as well today as He 
ever_could; and He will if we only look to Him to do it. 
If was He that did it on the Day of Pentecost, when three 
thousand men and women were pricked in their heart and 
cried aloud to the apostles, “Men and brethren, what 
shall we do?” If Peter had preached that same sermon 
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the day before Pentecost, the day before the Holy Spirit 
came, there would have been no such results; but now he

Now that is the very sin of which it is most difficult to 
convince men. ‘The average unbeliever does not look 
upon his unbelief in Jesus Christ as sin at all. Often- 
times he is proud of his unbelief, instead of being 
ashamed of it; and he looks upon it as a mark of intel- 
lectual_ superiority. He struts around and says, “Oh, I 
am an agnostic,” or, “ Oh, I am a Unitarian,” or, “Oh, I 
am a sceptic,” or, “Oh, I am an infidel.” Oftentimes 
they are all the more proud of it because it is about the 
only mark of intellectual superiority that they possess. 

( If it is not quite as bad as that, and people are not proud 
of their unbelief, at the very worst they regard it as a 
mere misfortune and they will say, “Oh, I can’t believe. 
I do wish I could believe, but I can’t. Won’t you please 
pity me because I can’t believe?” But when the Spirit 
of God comes to a man, he does not look upon unbelief 
in Jesus Christ as a mark of intellectual superiority, 
neither does he look upon it as a mere misfortune: he 
sees clearly that it is the worst, the most decisive, the 
most daring, and the most damning of all sins, and while 
he may bitterly regret his dishonesty or his impurity, or 
whatever other sins of which he may have been guilty, he 
sees and feels that the most awful of his sins is the sin 
of rejecting the glorious Son of God. He sees that no 

sin he can possibly commit against a fellow man can 
match in enormity the sin of rejecting Him Whom ioe. 










has clearly shown, by raising Him from the dead, to be 
His own ‘eternal Son; and Him “Who gave up heaven and 
all its glory to come down to earth with all its shame to 
bear our sins in His own body on the cross. But you and

One of the most pit to he revivals in the ese tne of 
the Church, one in which the work of the Holy Spirit 
was most clearly and wonderfully manifested, was the 
Ulster Revival in the North of Ireland in the years 1859 
and 1860. Rev. William Gibson, the Moderator of the 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church of Ireland, 
in the year 1860, has written a very full history of that 
revival, and in it he relates many instances of conversion. 
They were all typical: men and women were brought 
under overwhelming conviction of sin; sometimes this 
conviction of sin lasted for days (that, of course, was 
unnecessary if Christ had been properly presented at 
once) ; then after days of deep and awful conviction the 
light would break in upon men and they would get a 
wonderful view of Jesus Christ and just believe on Him, 
and enter into a clear experience of forgiveness of sin.

“Some years ago I was at the meeting of the Men’s 
Brotherhoods of the United Presbyterian Church of 
America, held at Pittsburgh. I spoke upon the subject 
of prayer, and in my adcress used as an illustration the 
Ulster Revival. A gentleman, a member of the church 
where the meetings were held, had sent his limousine to 
my hotel to take me to the meeting, but he had not come 
himself ; but«just sent his chauffeur. When I went out 
of the meeting that afternoon to hurry to another meet- 
ing, the gentleman himself was at the door and said, “I 
am going to ride back with you.” We had scarcely gotten 
into the automobile when he turned to me and said, “I 
was converted in that Ulster Revival of which you were 
speaking. I was a mere lad. I was out in the field and 
I was ridiculing the revival, and suddenly I was struck to 
the ground and fairly wallowed in the furrow, over- - 
whelmed with the sense of my sinfulness. And then, as

Oh, that is what we need here in these meetings, men

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The story is “is told of a ‘faithful ce minister who 
was travelling through Scotland and stopped one night at 
an inn. The innkeeper came to him and asked him if he 
vould conduct family worship.

-all the guests in the house, and all the servants. This 
the innkeeper agreed to do. When they were gathered in 
the big room for the service the minister turned to the 
innkeeper and said, “ Are all the servants here?” “ Yes,” 
replied the innkeeper. “All?” persisted the minister. 
“Well, not all. All but one. There is one girl who 
works down in the kitchen washing the pots and kettles, 
who is so dirty that she is not fit to come to the meeting.”

This faithful man 
of God became greatly interested in this poor, neglected 
creature ; and when the others were passing out of the 
room he asked her if she would not stay for a few min- 
utes. And when everyone had gone he said to her, “I 
want to teach you a prayer for you to offer: ‘ Lord, show 
me myself.’ Will you offer it every day?” She replied 
that she would. The next day the minister left, but a 
short time afterward came back again and asked the inn- 
keeper about this girl, The innkeeper replied, “ She is 
spoiled, she is no good at all. She is weeping all the 
time, weeping day and night, and can hardly attend to her 
work.” The minister asked to see her again, and when 
she came in the minister said, “ Now I want to teach you 
another prayer.

But there is still a third thing of which the H Holy S' pirit 


convicts men, and that is of judgment, attested by the 
judgment of the prince of this world, the Devil. ‘There 


has perhaps never been a day in the whole history of the 
Church of Jesus Christ on earth when the world needed 
more to be convinced of “ judgment,” than today. The 
average man has but little faith that there is to be a future 
judgment. Indeed, a large number of our church mem- 
bers, and even of our preachers, have lost all realization 
of future judgment and of a future awful hell. A great 
many of our churches, and not a few of our superficially 
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orthodox preachers, have really given up all belief in such 
a hell as Jesus Christ and the Bible taught, and even those 
preachers who do still believe in it theoretically seldom, if 
ever, preach it. 

When the question was being discussed of inviting me 
to the city of D——, the Y. M. C. A. Secretary of that 
city said, “ We do not want Dr. Torrey to hold evangel- 
istic services in D , for he will preach hell, and we do 
not wish to have hell preached here in D .” Now he 
had sized me up exactly right. I certainly would preach 


hell, for Jesus Christ preached it, and God, in_our day 


as_well as in all other days, greatly blesses the preaching 
of His truth. It is only fair to say that when I actually 


did go to that city, that same secretary was about the 
most faithful supporter that I had in the city. But his 
remark at that time shows the attitude that many take 
today on this subject. Many think that while the doctrine 


of eternal punishment is true, that it at it ought not to | not to be 
taught because it is not what men like to hear today ; ju today ; just 


as though what men liked to hear is what they ought to 
hear. Very frequently the truth that men_least like to 


hear is the truth that they most need to hear, 

_ When I was holding meetings in the city of Philadel- 
phia, in the North Armory, I preached two sermons on 
hell. A few nights afterward, as I was going out of the 
armory to get into the carriage to take me to my home 
about three miles away, I saw a Presbyterian minister 
who had a church near my home going out of the armory, 
and I invited him to get into the carriage with my daugh- 
ter and myself and we would take him home. After we 
had ridden some distance, this minister turned to me and 
said, “Dr. Torrey, one of my elders asked me a question 
the other day. He asked me if I believed in hell the way

you preached it. I replied, ‘Have you any reason for 
suspecting that I don’t?’ ‘No,’ he said, ‘I have no 
reason for suspecting that you don’t, but do you?’

‘Then why don’t you preach it?’” Yes, why don’t we 
preach it?

“ judgment.” I doubt if any minister ever had more 
difficulties with the doctrine of future punishment as 
taught in the Bible than I did.

In my early ministry I succeeded 
in convincing myself that the Bible did not teach ever- 
lasting punishment, that while it taught that there would 
be a hell, and an awful hell, and a hell that might last 
through centuries or even thousands of years, that at last 
“somehow, somewhere, somewhen,” all men, and even 
the Devil himself, would be brought to repentance and 
hell would therefore cease to be. So I believed and so I 
taught. But the time came when I could no longer recon- 
cile the teachings of the Bible with this position, and so 
I gave it up, and theoretically I believed in an everlasting 
hell; but even after that, every time I came up to the 
doctrine, as I say, I would back off, it seemed as if I 
could not possibly have it that way.

“Nevertheless I tell you the truth: It is expedient for 
you that I go away; for if I go not away, the Comforter 
will not come unto you; but if I go, I will send Him unto 
you (that is, to believers), And He, when He is come 
(that is, come unto you, come unto believers), wil! con- 
vict the world in respect of sin, and of righteousness, 
and of judgment,” that is to say, the Holy Spirit comes 
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to the believer, and through the believer to whom He: 
comes convinces the unsaved. As far as we are told in 
ithe Bible, the Holy Spirit has no way of getting at the : 
‘unsaved except through the channel of those who arg... 
already saved; He comes to the believer and through the 
believer convinces the unsaved of sin. What a solemn 
thought that is. If we realized that the Holy Spirit could: 
only reach the unbeliever through us, us who are already 
saved, would we not be more careful to present to the 
Holy Spirit an unchoked channel for the Holy Spirit to 
work through? 

Every conversion recorded in the Acts of the Apostles 
was through human instrumentality, not one single con- 
version is recorded there that was not by human in- 
strumentality. Take, for example, the conversion of 
Cornelius. If there was ever a miraculous conversion it 
was that! Why, we are told in the tenth chapter of the 
Acts of the Apostles that an angel appeared to Cornelius 
and spoke to him, but the angel did not tell Cornelius 
what to do to be saved. On the contrary, the angel said 
to him, “Send men to Joppa, and call for one Simon, 
whose surname is Peter; who shall tell thee _words _ 
whereby thou and all thy | “house. shall. be. saved” ~ (Acts 
Wd3; 14).

But then again there are many of us who will not even 
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offer ourselves at all to the Holy Spirit as an instrument 
for Him to work through. Oh, how many there are here 
in this audience today whose lips the Holy Spirit is trying 
to get the use of, but you will not give Him the use of 
your lips. He is trying to reach someone through you, 
but you will not allow Him to. 

I once read of a young lady who died in New York 
City. A Presbyterian minister was invited to conduct the 
funeral services; he was not her own pastor; I do not 
know why her own pastor was not invited. This minister 
who was to conduct the services went first to her own 
pastor and asked him, “Was Mary a Christian?” Her 
pastor replied, “I do not know. Three weeks ago IJ had 
a very solemn impression that I ought to speak to Mary 
about her soul, but I put it off. I said, ‘ Mary is in my 
congregation every Sunday and I can speak to her when 
I will, and I put it off and now Mary is dead and I do 
not know whether Mary was a Christian or not.” He 
next went to her Sunday School teacher and asked her 
Sunday School teacher, ‘“‘ Was Mary a Christian?” The 
Sunday School teacher replied, “I do not know. Two 
weeks ago I had a profound impression that I ought to 
speak to Mary about her soul, but I put it off.

and so Mary died unsaved. When I got back from going 
around the world and spent a month with my church in 
Chicago, I related this incident one Sunday morning. 
There was in my audience a young woman who had a 
class of girls from about fourteen years of age up. What 
I said made a deep impression upon her, and when she 
went before her class that Sunday afternoon she spoke 
to every member of her class about accepting Christ. 
Among those who did accept Christ was a girl fourteen 
years of age, if I remember correctly, apparently per- 
fectly well and strong. Before the next Sunday came 
round that girl’s body was lying out in the cemetery. 
Oh, how fortunate that that young woman that morning 
gave her lips to Jesus Christ to use. Have you given 
yours? And are you listening for the Holy Spirit to 
show you to whom to go? And are you depending upon 
the Holy Spirit to work through you? And are you an 
unobstructed channel ? 

Let me beseech you, every one of you that professes 
to be a Christian, to put your lips today at the Holy

The proprietor 
said, “ You will never speak to that man again. Immedi- 
ately after serving you he went up to his room and blew 
his brains out.” Oh, men and women, we live in a solemn 
world, and we need to be very careful how we walk. We

I have seen this illustrated many a time. One Sunday 
night as I was going out of the inquiry meeting in the 
Moody Church a young man was waiting for me in the 
vestibule, I think he had already been a Church member. 
He said to me, “ Mr, Torrey, I don’t believe anything. 
Can you tell me how to believe?” “Don’t you believe 
anything at all? Don’t you believe there is a God?” 
“Yes,” he said, “I believe there is a God, but I am in 
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doubt about everything else.” “ All right,” I said, “if 
you believe there is a God you ought to surrender your 
will to God, then begin at the first chapter of John, first 
verse, read a few verses at a time, not too many, and pay 
close attention to what you read and each time before you 
read pray this prayer, ‘Oh God, show me what of truth 
there is in these verses I am about to read, and what Thou 
showest me to be true I promise to take my stand upon.’ 
And read on, day after day consecutively until you get 
through the Gospel. Will you de it?” “ Yes,” he re- 
plied, “I will.” “One thing more, when you get through 
the Gospel, come and report to me.” About two weeks 
after when I went out of prayer-meeting one night I met 
him in the vestibule again. He said, “I have come to 
report.” I said, “ What is your report?” He said, 
“Don’t you know?” “ Yes,” I replied, “I think I do.” 
“Well,” he said, “my doubts are all gone. I do believe 
that Jesus is the Christ, the Son of God, and I do believe 
in the Bible as the Word ot God.” Why did he now 
believe when he did not believe before, although he had 
read the same book through time and time again?

It 
explains an experience that pretty ; much e every - thoughtful 
worker has had: You sit down beside an inquirer who 
really desires to know the truth and be saved, and you

“Birth, no matter how faithfully preached or faithfully 
given in personal work, unless the living Spirit of God 
makes it a living thing in the hearts of those to whom we 
preach or with whom we are dealing. This comes out 
very plainly in another statement of the Apostle Paul’s 
found in 2 Cor. 3:6: “ The letter killeth, but the Spirit 

giveth, life.” What does this mean? It is often taken in 
these days of superficial and careless thinking, and care- 
less Bible study, to mean that the literal interpretation of 

Scripture (which these men call “the letter”), that is, 
taking the Scripture to mean just what it says by apply- 
ing the usual laws of grammar and diction, kills, but that 
some spiritualizing interpretation, some interpretation that 
makes the Word mean something it evidently was not. 
intended to say, that gives life. This is one of the fa- 
vourite tricks in misinterpreting the Scriptures employed 
by those who are determined not to take the Bible as 
meaning what it says; and they call all those of us who 
insist on interpreting the Bible to mean what it says, 
“deadly literalists.”. There never was a more unwar- 
ranted misconstruction of Paul’s words, or the words of 
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anyone else, than that. Paul did not have the remotest 
thought of teaching anything of that kind. If there ever 
was a “ deadly literalist’ (if literalism is really deadly), 
it was the very man who wrote these words. Paul was 
always insisting upon the exact force of every word used. 
Paul would build a whole argument on a word, or on a 
part of a word, on the number of a noun, or on the case 
of a noun, or on the tense of a verb. No, Paul did not 
mean anything of that kind. 

What did he mean? Well, the way to discover what 
any man really means by what he says or writes is to 
read what he says or writes in the connection in which it 
is said. In this case the connection shows beyond the 
possibility of honest doubt exactly what Paul meant. In 
the third verse of this same chapter Paul draws a con- 
trast between the Word of God written on parchment or 
on paper with pen and ink, or graven on tables of stone 
as in the case of the Ten Commandments, and the Word

It is He, and He alone that makes a man a new 
creature. But thank God He is ever ready to do this, 
when the conditions are supplied which are necessary if 
He is to do His work. We are all dependent upon Him, 
if there are to be real results, real regeneration. 

Just as we are utterly dependent upon the work of 
Christ for us in justification so we are utterly dependent 
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upon the work of the Holy Spirit in us for regeneration. 
The whole work of regeneration can be described in this 
way: the human heart is the soil, the Word of God is the 
seed, we preachers and teachers and personal workers are 
the sowers. We go to the granary of the Bible and take 
from it that portion of seed we wish to sow; we preach 
it or teach it or use it in personal work; but if it all 
stopped there there would be no real result, there would 
be no New Birth. But, if as we preach or teach or do 
personal work, we look to the Holy Spirit to do His 
work, He will quicken the seed as we sow it, and it will 
take root in the hearts of those to whom we speak, and 
the human heart will close around it by faith, and a new 
creation will be the result. ’ 

I am often asked if I believe in sudden conversion, I 
believe in something far more wonderful than sudden 
conversion. I believe in gudden regeneration, Conver- 
sion is an outward thing; it means merely turning 
around: One is faced one way, faced away from God; 
he turns around and faces the other way—he faces toward 
God. That is conversion. But regeneration goes down 
to the very depths of the human heart and spirit. It is a 
radical transformation of the innermost man, an imparta- 
tion of life, and the impartation of a new nature. An 
outward conversion, if it is to be real and lasting, must be 
the result of an inward regeneration. A man may be 
converted a hundred times, but he cannot be born again 
but once; for, when one is born again, when God imparts 
His Own nature to a man, he stays born again; as John 
puts it in 1 Jno. 3:9, “Whosoever is begotten.of.God.is 
not doing sin (that is, not making a practice of sin), but

Why do I believe in it? Because this Book teaches it 
and because I have seen it over and over again. How 
could I doubt it when I had sitting beside me week after 
week and year after year on the platform of the Moody 
Church in Chicago, as my assistant pastor, a man who, up 
to the time he was forty-two years of age was one of the 
most desperate and notorious sinners that ever lived, a 
man who at the age of nine was a drunkard, and utterly 
incorrigible all through his school days, a man who en- 
tered the United States Navy at the age of fifteen and 
went through the Civil War and learned all the vices of 
the navy, and who at the close of the war went into the 
regular army and learned all the vices of the army, and 
spent a good deal of that time while with the army at 
Fort Leavenworth in the guard-house, and was there 
elected the leader of a gang of desperados that were con- — 
fined in the army guard-house at that time, a man who 
was ordered out of the city of Omaha by the mayor and 
chief of police for almost killing the bully of Omaha in 
a fight, a man who rode down the streets of Omaha in a 
cab with a revolver in each hand firing the revolvers out 
of both windows as he sped down the street, a man who, 
in spite of the money he inherited from his father, was 
outlawed from the town where he lived in Iowa, but who 
came back to that same town one night, went into a Gos- 
pel meeting and knelt at the altar and accepted Jesus 
Christ and was transformed into the best friend I ever 
had in my life, a man I loved as I never loved any other 
man, a man of whom if anybody should ask me who was 
the most Christlike man I ever met in my life, I would 
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teply without hesitation, “Rev. William S. Jacoby ”— 
the dearest man I ever knew ; he is now with Christ in 
the glory. Yes, I beli 

If I did not believe in sudden “regeneration, I would 
quit preaching, for what would be the use of it all? 
What use, for example, of my preaching to such a con- 
gregation as I used to preach to every Sunday night in 
the Moody Church in Chicago, when that building was 
packed of a Sunday night with the motley crowds who 
gathered there. There were some of the finest Christians 
in Chicago there, there were university students, medical 
students, law students, lawyers, doctors, and prominent 
business men and earnest Christian men anc women were 
there, but there were also “ jail birds” there, criminals 
just out of Joliet State Prison, infidels, ‘outlaws, de- 
praved men of pretty much every nation on earth. What 
would be the use of preaching to a crowd like that, if it 
were not for the regenerating work of the Holy Spirit?

‘The prayer I offered was this, “Oh 
God, if there is any man here in Chicago Avenue Church 
tonight who has run away from New York or from any 
other Eastern city, and has left his wife and children 
there to starve, and is drinking himself to death here in 
Chicago, save that man tonight.” Though I had never 
heard of this man before, when I offered the prayer I had 
described that man’s case exactly. He had not only run 
away from an Eastern city, but from New York, and he 
had left his wife and children there to starve, and he was 
drinking himself to death in Chicago. Just as I offered 
that prayer he awakened from his slumber, and he heard 
my words and they sank into his heart. When he left 
that building he could think of nothing else. As he 
afterwards described it to me and others, that night he 
wet his pillow with his tears and God saved him. He

UR subject this afternoon is lowes eee

ur Lord Jesus Christ Himself tells us how 


each one of us can be fully satisfied and satisfied for ever.

There is a matchless music in "these words, I ‘remember 
how, as a boy, before I had any thought of becoming a 
Christian myself, I would come back to this verse again 
and again, and read it over and over. There was to me 
a fascination in those words that almost no other utter- 
ance of our Lord possessed. I did not understand their 
meaning at all, but they seemed to me like a marvellous 
strain of music from some far away, heavenly world. 
But when I came to understand their meaning and to 
experience for myself the great truth they set forth, there 
was in them a preciousness that I cannot put into words. 
You will recall the circumstances under which the words 
were spoken. Our Lord Jesus had been taking a long and 
tiresome journey afoot, covering the entire day. He had 
started out in the early morning with His disciples, and 
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they had trudged along the whole day through, appar- 
ently without anything to eat, and about sunset had reached 
the outskirts of the village of Sychar. It was formerly 
thought that the “ sixth hour ” was noon-time, but it was 
later discovered that in Ephesus, where John wrote this 
Gospel, time was reckoned as it is with us today,—fror 
midnight till noon, and from noon till midnight,—and the 
sixth hour was therefore six o’clock in the afternoon. So 
“about the sixth hour” was six o Gea: in the evening.

Pointing down into that well, at 
which so many generations of men and cattle had slaked 
their thirst, Jesus replied: “ Every one that drinketh of 
this water shall thirst again.” 

How true that is of every earthly fountain of satis- 
faction or joy; no matter how deeply one drinks, he soon 
thirsts again.

One Saturday 
afternoon Mr. Jacoby, the redeemed man of whom I 
spoke to you yesterday, came to our house, as he did 
every Saturday afternoon, to take the children with him 
out to Lincoln Park. When they returned that evening 
about six o’clock, our little Elizabeth said: “I don’t think 
Til eat any supper tonight; I don’t feel real well.” We 
thought little of it, considering it simply a bilious attack. 
But the next morning when she came down to breakfast 
she said: “TI don’t think I’ll go to church this morning ; 
my head aches.” We still thought it was simply a bilious 
attack. But Monday morning, when she came to the 
breakfast-table, she said: “I don’t feel real well yet; I 
don’t think I’d better go to school today.” It seemed 
rather long for a bilious attack to stay with a child, and 
yet it seemed nothing serious. She was around the house 
all day, not feeling really well, but apparently not very 
sick. Tuesday morning, when she arose, she said: “I am 
well today and I’m going to school.” But she added: “I 
have a strange feeling in my throat!” Her mother 
looked into her throat and saw the tell-tale white patch, 
and, of course, we sent for a physician at once. When 
he came and had carefully examined the child he said: 
“There is nothing to be anxious about. It is not diph- 
theria; it is only tonsilitis. But I will keep a close 
watch.” The next morning he came again and gave her 
another examination, and then said: “ Well, it is diph- 
iheria, but not a serious case at all. There is nothing to 
be alarmed about.” 

The other children were sent away from home, so that 
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they might not be exposed. Our Elizabeth seemed to be 
better all that day. That night I slept down-stairs to 
avoid exposing others whom I might have to meet during 
the following day, and her mother stayed up-stairs with 
the little child. The next morning, long before daylight, 
her mother ran to the top of the stairs, calling: “ Archie, 
come up, quick!” I rushed up-stairs and saw Elizabeth 
choking. I ran at once for the physician. He came back 
with me; but Elizabeth was apparently very much better. 
The choking had all passed away; indeed, she seemed 
well on the road to recovery. The doctor said: “ For 
some reason or other I don’t feel like administering anti- 
{oxin ; but keep a close watch on her, and if she gets any 
worse telephone me at the Medical College and I will 
leave my classes and come at once.” But she seemed to 
rapidly grow better rather than worse; indeed, she said 
to her mother: “ Mother, I am well; I want to get up 
and dress.” In the meantime, a trained nurse had come, 
and her mother came down-stairs to talk with me. We 
were very happy in the thought that our little girl had 
been spared to us, and I had written letters to Mr. 
Moody and other friends saying how the crisis was past 
and Elizabeth was well on the road to recovery. 
Suddenly, right in the midst of our talk with one 
another, the nurse ran to the top of the stairs and called: 
“Come up, quick!” We rushed up-stairs, Elizabeth’s 
eyes were closed. She was breathing rapidly, not chok- 
ing, but the little heart was giving out. There was no 
time to send for the doctor. JI dropped on my knees to 
pray. I had hardly time to begin when the spirit of our 
little one had taken its flight from the mortal body. It 
was so sudden, so unexpected, it was almost crushing. 
The health officers came in and ordered that we should

bury the body at once. Of course, no one was allowed to 
come to the funeral. We had to have the service all 
alone, with the exception of the presence of Mr. Jacoby, 
who insisted on coming and accompanying us to the 
grave. Even her brother and little sisters could only 
stand across the street and look at the house where lay 
the body of their sister, whom they would never see 
again until the resurrection. We carried the little body 
to the cemetery. It was raining pitilessly, and as the little 
body was lowered into the grave and the rain poured upon 
the box that contained the casket, my wife turned to me 
and said: “ Archie, I am so glad that Elizabeth is not in 
that box!” 

When we returned home the health officers demanded, 
very wisely, that after being fumigated we should leave 
the house to them and go to a strange hotel for the night.

Mr. Needham said to me: “ Torrey, I 
believe that if we go up to the top of that hill we will 
get a fine view.” So up to the top of the hill we went, 
and it was a wonderful view! At our feet lay the North- 
field Seminary grounds in all their beauty. Then across 
the road, the meadows leading down to the Connecticut 
River, that ran like a broad silver band between the 
gentle slopes of green on both sides of the river. Then 
one tier of hills and then another a little higher, then 
another, then another—five, six, seven tiers, ending in 
the Green Mountains in the distance, and all bathed in 
the golden light of the setting sun! It was a scene of 
marvellous beauty. J turned to Mr. Needham and said: 
“T am going to buy this hill and build a house right 
where we are standing!” So the next day I went to the 
farmer who owned the land; he named his price, and I 
paid it. The following spring I began to build my house. 
My friends who drove along the foot of the hill would 
call to me, and when I would go down would say: “ What 
are you building ’way up there for?” I would reply: 
“Because I wish to see out.” “But,” they said, “ you 
will have no water up there!” 

That is where they were mistaken; for before a spade 
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was put into the ground to dig the foundations, in walk- 
ing over the place with the farmer from whom I had 
purchased it, I noticed a little depression in the ground, 
perhaps fifty or seventy-five feet from where I had in- 
tended to build the house. I said to the farmer: “I think 
if we should dig there we would strike water.” He re- 
plied: “I don’t know; it looks as if you might.” I sent 
for a well-digger. He dug a hole four or five feet across 
and eight feet deep—and the water came bubbling in. 
There were soon five feet of water in that eight-foot-deep 
well, and such water! Clear as crystal—so clear that 
when you looked into the well, even when there were 
five feet of water in it, it looked sometimes as if there 
were none, the water was so clear and transparent. And 
water soft and cold and pure and never-failing We had 
many dry seasons after that and many another well ran 
dry; but not our well, up on the hillside. There was 
always plenty of water in that spring and many would 
come there to drink. 

But there was one grave trouble with that well—a 
fatal fault—I could not take it with me when the call 
came for me to go elsewhere. During the Spanish- 
American War I was with the soldiers at Chickamauga 
Park, and we had a prolonged drought; for weeks and 
weeks no rain; and with sixty thousand troops marching 
and counter-marching, and artillery wagons running 
across the field, the dust filled the air day and night—dust 
thirty feet high! We ate dust, we drank dust we slept 
dust, and we drempt dust! And no water anywhere fit 
to drink. There was a well to which the officers of 
Major-General Brooks’ command had access, and it 
looked good and tasted good, but drink it and in a short 
time you would be flat on your back. And oh, how 
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thirsty I got, and how often I would think of that well 
of mine up on the hill at Northfield! But it did me no 
good, for it was many hundreds of miles away. 

Then the call came for me to go to China, and while 
in China we decided to visit Canton. Cholera was raging 
in Canton at the time. People were fleeing from the 
city in fright. When we boarded the boat at Hong-Kong 
to go up to Canton, they said to us: “ Be sure and drink 
no water on the boat. A member of the French Legation 
went up last week and drank water on that boat. He was 
at breakfast with his family, but died with cholera before 
lunch.” I remembered the warning on the way up, but 
after a few days in Canton, when we were going back 
on the steamer, as I sat down to dinner I read on the 
menu card: ‘Corned beef and cabbage.” That looked 
good to an American who had been eating all kinds of 
foreign concoctions. Without thinking of what it would 
do for me, I ordered corned beef and cabbage. But I 
soon found what it would do for me! In the evening I 
began to get very thirsty. I was about to start for the 
water-tank when I remembered the warning: “Be sure 
and drink no water on the boat. A member of the French 
Legation went up last week and drank some water on 
the boat. He was with his family at breakfast and died 
with cholera before lunch!” So i drank some of the 
various soft-drink concoctions as long as [I dared, and 
then lay all night suffering from thirst and thinking of 
the well on the hillside at Northfield, so many thousands 
of miles away. But I had another Well that I had 
brought with me, and while my body thirsted, my soul 
was satisfied: the Holy Spirit within was springing up, 
springing up, springing up, into everlasting life and joy! 


Please note another thing: when cne has this fountain

When Mr. Moody was holding meetings in Philadel- 
phia, a lady came to him one day at the close of one of 
his meetings and said: “ Mr. Moody, I don’t like youl i 
“ Why?” he asked. “Because you are so narrow.” “TIT 
didn’t think I was narrow,” Mr. Moody replied; “ why 
do you think Iam narrow?” “ Because you don’t believe 
in the dance, you don’t believe in cards, you don’t believe 
in the theatre, you don’t believe in anything nice!” “Let 
me tell you something,” he said, “I go to the theatre 
whenever I want.to.” ‘ What!” she exclaimed, “ you 
go to the theatre whenever you want to? Oh, I do like 
you, Mr. Moody! You are much broader than I thought.” 
“Yes,” he replied, “I go to the theatre whenever I want 
to, I Don’t WANT To!” 
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Some days later another lady came to him and said: 
“Mr. Moody, I did not understand what you meant when 
you said you went to the theatre whenever you wanted to, 
but I understand now. I was converted in your meetings 
and a few days ago, after my conversion, my husband 
asked me to go to the theatre with him. I did not care 
to go, but went to please him. We had hardly taken our 
seats when the curtain rose and just a little while after 
the curtain rose something was said on the stage that 
grated on this new life that I had in my heart. I turned 
to my husband and whispered: ‘ Husband, I can’t stand 
this!’ He whispered back: ‘ Stay through this play and 
I will never ask you to come again.’ I straightened up 
and the play went on for a little while longer, and again 
something was said or done on the stage that grated on 
this new life in my heart. Again I turned to my hus- 
band and whispered: ‘ Husband, I really can’t stand this; 
I must go!’ My husband whispered back: ‘ Don’t make 
a scene. Stay through this play and I'll never ask you 
to come again.’ Again I straightened up and tried to 
endure it. But soon something else was said or done 
that jarred upon this new life that I had in my heart, and 
I turned to my husband and said: ‘ Husband, I really 
can’t stand it any longer!’ He whispered back: ‘ Don’t 
make a fool of yourself!’ I replied: ‘ Husband, I have 
been making a fool of myself for thirty years, and I am 
not going to make a fool of myself any longer!’ And I 
got up and left.” 

Oh, if you have this fountain within, you will not want 
these things. The pure crystal spring of the Holy Spirit 
in the heart will make it impossible for you to ‘seek to 
slake your thirst at the green, slimy pools of this world’s 
pleasures, 
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But someone will ask: Why is it, then, that so many 
Christians do run after these things? The answer is 
very simple: It is either because they never have really 
received the Holy Spirit as an indwelling fountain of life 
and joy and satisfaction, which is doubtless true of many, » 
professing Christians; or else the fountain has become ( 
choked. You know it is quite possible to choke a 
fountain. 

I was born in the city and brought up in the city. 
Occasionally, in the summer, our family would take a |» 
vacation in the country. But in the heart of the great 
city was where we lived. When I became ten years of 
age I was thoroughly tired of the city, as any healthy 
boy would be. My two brothers, who were both older 
than I, were also tired of the city, and we went to our 
father and said: “ Father, buy a home in the country.” 
He was born in the country and was, I suspect, more 
tired of the city than we were, and, though he was only 
forty-three, he made up his mind that he would retire 
from business and would buy a home in the country. 
He went to Geneva, N. Y., about twenty miles from 
where he was born. Oftentimes, as a young man, he 
had noticed a beautiful place on Seneca Lake where he 
thought he would like to live when he had money enough 
to make it possible. It was just outside Geneva, across 
the lake, the grounds running down to the lake. But, on 
reaching Geneva, he found that the owner did not wish 
to sell the place. He went to an old friend, an elder in 
the Presbyterian Church, Captain Joe Lewis, and said: 
“Joe, I came out here to buy the Swan place but they 
don’t wish to sell it. I am greatly disappointed!” 
“Reuben,” he replied, “I think I know a place that 
would suit you—the Colonel Sherrill place. The colonel 
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was killed in the war, and his widow wishes to sell the 
place.” He took my father out, and they soon agreed 
upon the terms and my father bought the place. 

Geneva is a beautiful city lying at the foot of Seneca 
Lake, one of the most beautiful sheets of water in the 
world, forty-two miles long and from two to five miles 
wide. The man who had originally built the place had 
spent a great deal of money upon it. It was half a mile 
from the lake and part of the city lay between the place 
and the lake. But the man wished to see up the lake. So 
he had three hundred teams to work for many weeks 
building an artificial hill, so that they could see over the 
lake and up the lake twenty miles, Then he laid out his 
lawns and gardens and sent to different parts of this 
country and, I think, also to England, to get large trees to 
set out. But when the trees were set out and the house 
and barns and stables built, and the orchards planted, 
though he could see twenty miles up the lake the man was 
not satisfied, because of the water supply. There was a 
good well, but it was a long ways from the house, and he 
wished to have a well near at hand where he could pump 
water through the house. He sent for well diggers and 
set them to digging a well not very far from the house. 
They dug and dug and dug; it seemed as if they never 
would strike water. But one day they struck water and 
struck altogether too much, They struck a “ gusher ” and 
the water came pouring in until they were afraid it would 
undermine the foundations of the house. He sent for the 
fire department ; they pumped the well out, and while still 
pumping they lowered a man in a basket down into the 
well with a rag carpet in his hand. He found the great 
orifice where the water was pouring in and shoving the 
rag carpet in stopped the flow of water. Then they piled 
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in rocks on top of it, and the well was perfectly safe. 
But it was also perfectly useless, 

One day, standing by that expensive hole, the man said 
to himself: “I put a lot of money into that hole and I am 
going to have that water!” They took out the rocks that 
had been piled in, then curbed the well up with stone from 
the bottom to the top; and then he sent for the fire depart- 
ment again. Again they lowered the man into the well. 
In one hand he held a cord with which to pull a bell to 
signal them when he got hold of the carpet. He took hold 
of the carpet with one hand and with the other rang the 
signal, and they pulled him up, dragging the carpet with 
him. And the water poured in again, but now it was 
perfectly safe., 

For years we drank of that well, and wonderful water 
it was. But in the course of time my father and mother 
died, and the place passed into other hands. I never re- 
visited the place after my father’s funeral for twenty-two 
years ; I did not want to see it. But one time I had to pass . 
through Geneva to go to Cornell University to speak at a 
meeting there. On returning through the place I thought 
I would get off and visit the old place. The station of the 
Lehigh Valley railroad was right on our old place, about 
a quarter of a mile back from where the house had stood. © 
A street-car line passed right over the spot where the 
house had been located. I got off and looked to see if I 
could find anything that reminded me of the old home. 
The house had been taken down, brick by brick and stone 
by stone. Many of the finest trees had been cut down. 
The lawns and gardens and orchards were now laid out 
in city lots. I thought at first I was to find nothing that 
belonged to the old home. But passing by a house I 
noticed a well right in front of the front porch. I 
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thought to myself: ‘‘ What a strange place to have a well, 
right in the front yard and in front of the porch;” and 
then it occurred to me that it was the old well! Leaving 
the old home place, I went down town. The Presby- 
terian minister met me on the street. ‘‘ Oh,” he said, 
“have you been up to the old place?” I replied: “I 
have.” He said: “ You didn’t find anything of the old 
place left, did you?” “ Yes,” I said, “just one thing— 
the old well. But what a strange place for a well—right 
in front of your front porch! I should think they would 
fill it up.” He replied: “ They will never fill that well 
up—it’s the best water in Geneva!” Do you see the 
point ?—the best water in Geneva! and yet it had been 
plugged up for a long time with an old rag! If you 
have ever received the Holy Spirit as an indwelling 
source of joy, you have had in your heart, not “the best 
water there is in Geneva,” but the best water there is in 
the universe. And in many of you the well is plugged 
up by some old rag of sin or worldly conformity. Let’s 
pull out the old rags today! What do you say? 

When I was holding meetings in Melbourne, Australia, 
I used this illustration one day at a meeting for business 
and professional men in the town hall. There was a 
Church of England clergyman in my audience who had 
Known the joy of the Holy Spirit in his earlier life in 
England, but in coming out to Australia the fountain had 
become choked. As he heard me that day a great unrest 
came into his heart; he longed for the old joy. He spent 
the whole afternoon at the Cathedral in prayer (the 
Cathedral was kept open all day for prayer). But when 
night came on he had not got the old rag out yet. He 
called upon Father Kent, a godly Anglican clergyman, 
and told him of his trouble, and Father Kent helped him 
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to get the old rag out, and he was filled with even greater 
joy than he had known before. He came to me the next 
day and told me of the experience. When we went to 
Geelong to hold meetings there, this man, whose parish 
was fifteen miles from Geelong, brought a wagon-load 
of people down every night to the meeting and took them 
back again after the meeting was over. He was the most 
useful worker we had in Geelong. 

Oh, if you have ever known this joy and have lost it, 
find out today what it is that stops the well and have it 
out, and you will know not only as great but very likely 
a greater joy than you knew before. 

When I was holding meetings in Bristol, England, in 
the Coulston Hall, I spoke one afternoon on this same 
subject. At the close, as I stepped into my carriage to 
go to my hotel, another Anglican clergyman came up and 
said: “I am going to ride to the hotel with you,” and 
stepped into the carriage with me. We had not gone far 
when he said: “I once knew this joy of which you have 
been speaking today, but the fountain is now plugged, and 
I know what plugs it—it is a plug of tobacco! I am 
zoing to give it up today.” 

What is it that stops the fountain in your heart? Do 
you know? If so, put it away today. But perhaps you 
do not know what it is. You know you once had that 
joy and you know you have lost it. Well, you can know, 
Ask God to show you what it is that stops the foun ain’ 
and promise Him that if will show you what it is

I. Wuat ts THE BAPTISM wiTH THE Hoty Spirit? 

The first question, then, that we should consider is, 
“What is the Baptism with the Holy Spirit?” The 
Bible makes this very plain, if we study the various pas- 
sages that speak of the subject, and study them in their 
context. 

1. In the first place, the Baptism with the Holy Spirit 
ts a definite experience of which one may know wh 
he has received it or not. ‘This is clear from Acts 1:4, 5: 
“And being assembled together with them (He) com- 
manded them that they should not depart from Jerusa- 
lem, but which, saith 
He, ye have heard from Me. For John indeed baptized 
with water; but ye shall be baptized with the Holy Ghost 











verses that the Baptism | with the Holy Ghost is a definite 
experience of which a man may know whether he has 
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received it or not, for if not, how could the disciples 
possibly know when the days of waiting were over and 
the days to begin their ministry had begun? 

The same thing is clear from Acts 19:2 also: “He 
said unto them, |Have ye received the Hol Ghost sia) 

e believed?” or, as it is in the Revised Version, “ Did ye 

. receive the Holy Ghost when ye believed? “| “ And they 

said unto him, No, we did not so much as hear whether 

the Holy Ghost was given.” Paul had come down to 

the City of Ephesus, and had found there a small group 

of disciples, twelve in number. There was something 
about these twelve disciples that did not altogether sat-_ 
isfy Paul. We are not told just what it was, 
have been that there was not tha Iness_ 
about them that one expects to find in Spirit- filled Chris- 
tiansl It may be that Paul was troubled by the fact that 
there were only twelve of them, thinking that if they 
were Spirit-filled, there would certainly have been more 
than twelve of them by this time. Whatever it was that 
disturbed Paul, he went right to the root of the difficulty 
at once by putting to them the question that we have just 
read, “Did ye receive the Holy Ghost when ye be- 
lieved?” Evidently Paul expected a definite “ Yes,” or 
a definite “ No” in answer to that question. In point of 
fact he got a definite “ No.” They said “ No, we did not 
so much as hear whether the Holy Ghost was given.” 
They did not say what our Authorized Version makes 
them say: “ We have not so much as heard whether there 
be any Holy Ghost.” I suppose there are Christians 
today who are as ignorant as that, they do not even know 
that there is such a person init, but these 
disciples knew that there was a Holy Spirit. They knew, 
furthermore, that there was a definite promise of the 
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baptism with the Holy Ghost, but they did not know that 
that promise had as yet been fulfilled. Paul assured 
them that it had, and saw to it at once, even before that 
meeting broke up, that they all took the steps whereby 
they were all definitely and immediately baptized with 
the Holy Ghost right then and there without any “ tarry- 
ing meetings” or anything of that sort. 

There is much talk in these days about the Baptism 
with the Holy Spirit, and much prayer for the Baptism 
with the Holy Spirit that is altogether vague and indefi- 
nite. You will go to a meeting and men will stand up 
and pray that they may be baptized with the Holy Ghost, 
but oftentimes, if after the meeting is over you should 
go to them and ask, “Did you get what you asked? 
Were you baptized with the Holy Ghost?” there is quite 
a strong probability that they would hesitate, and even 
stammer, and say, “ Well, well, J hope so.’ But there 
is none of that indefiniteness in the Bible. The Bible is 
the most definite book that was ever written. That is 
one of the reasons why I love it. ‘The Bible is definite 
about salvation; so definite that if a man is saved, and 
knows his Bible, and you put to him the question, “ Are 
you saved,” he will reply, in all humility and yet with 
equal confidence, “ Yes, God in Eis infinite. mercy..and} 
ondescension has sayed even me.”} The Bible is just as } 
efinite about the Baptism with the Holy Spirit ; so defi- 
nite that if_a man hasbeen.“ baptized, with the Holy!

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Of course, it is quite possible that a man may be a_ 
saved man and yet, by reason of his ignorance of the 
Bible, not have assurance of salvation, 7. e., he may not 
know that he is saved. We have all met many such men | 
and women. But it is his privilege to know (1 Jno. 
5:13). And so it is also quite possible that a man may 
have been “baptized with the Holy Ghost” and yet, 
through ignorance of the Bible, not know the name of 
the experience which he has received. JI have met such 
men and women as that. I remember a man who came 
to me once at an “ International Christian Workers’ Con- 
vention” at Washington, D. C. He was a well-known 
man—a man known all over the country; a man that I 
presume every one of you would know at least by name 
if I should mention it. At the close of an address that 
I gave on “The Baptism with the Holy Spirit,” this 
man came to me and said, “Is that what you call it, the 
Baptism with the Holy Spirit? I never heard the name 
before, but I have received what you have been talking 
about, and I can tell you just where I received it.” But,

believer the Holy Spirit dwells away back in some hidden 
sanctuary of his person, away back of conscious experi- 
ence. So, just as it is one thing to have a guest in your 
house living in some remote corner of the house where 
you scarcely know that he is there, and quite another 
thing to have that guest taking entire possession of the 
house, just so it is one thing to have the Holy Spirit 
dwelling away back of consciousness in some hidden 
sanctuary of our being, and quite another thing to have 
that Holy Spirit taking entire possession of the house. 
In other words, it is one thing to have the Holy Spirit 
merely dwelling in us but we not conscious of His 
dwelling, and quite another thing to be filled, or baptized, 
with the Holy Spirit. we may put it with perfect 
accuracy in this way:

is evident from the passage where our Lord Jesus made 
the original promise of the baptism with the Holy Spirit, 


Acts 1:8: “ But_ye shall receive power,..when.,the. Holy. 
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-Spirit_is come upon yous.and ye. shall. be..my. witnesses. 


both in Jerusalem, and in all Judea, and in Samaria, and 
unto the uttermost part of the earth.” ‘The same thing 
is evident from the twelfth chapter of First Corinthians, 
where the whole subject of the Baptism with the Holy 
Spirit is treated at length and in detail. We will not take 
time to read the passage now, although we shall have oc- 
casion to read much of it later. There is not one single 
passage in the Bible, either in the Old Testament or the 
New Testament, where the Baptism with the Holy Spirit 
is spoken of, where tt is not connected with testimony or 
service. I made this statement some years ago in speak- 
ing to a large class of theological students. At the close 
of the lecture two students came up to me and said, “ Did 
we understand you to say, Mr. Torrey, that there was not 
a single passage in the Bible, where the Baptism with the 
Holy Spirit is mentioned, where it is not connected with 
testimony or service?” “Yes,” I replied, “that is ex- 
actly what I said.” “ Well,” they said, “we doubt it.” 
I replied, “ You have a perfect right to doubt it, but now 
go and search your Bible and bring me, if you can, one 
single passage in the Bible where the Baptism with the 
Holy Spirit is definitely mentioned or referred to, where 
it is not connected with testimony or service.” They 
went to work to search for the passage. I think they — 
must be searching for it yet, for they have never brought 
it to me; and they never will, for it is not to be found 
anywhere in the Bible. I have gone through my Bible on 
this subject, time and time again since I made that remark 
to those students, and without the slightest fear of suc- 
cessful contradiction I repeat the statement already made, 
that there is not a single passage in the Old Testament or 
New Testament where the Baptism with the Holy Spirit 
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is spoken of or referred to where it is not connected with | 
testimony or service. 


The Baptism with the Holy Spirit is not primarily for 
the purpose of making us individually holy. Please note 
carefully my words and grasp exactly what I say. I do 
not say that it is not the work of the Holy Spirit to make 


us holy, for it is His work to make us.bolypand it is only 


through His work that any one of us can become holy. 





“come still clearer when we come to study the next part 
‘ of our subject: the Results of the Baptism with the 
Holy Spirit. 

Neither is it the primary purpose of the Baptism with 
the Holy Spirit to make us personally happy. Note again 
carefully what I say. I do not say that the Baptism with 
the Holy Spirit will not make us happy, if we receive it. 
I have never known anyone yet who was “ baptized with 
the Holy Spirit ” into whose heart a new and more won- 
derful joy did not come, but I am saying that this is not 





I am glad that this is so, for while ecstacies are all Heh 
in their place, and while I know something about them in 
my own experience, yet in a world such as you and I live 
in, where there is this awful tide of men, women and 
children sweeping on unsaved to a hopeless eternity, I 
would rather go my entire life through without one single 
touch of ecstasy or rapture, and have power to do my 
part to stem this awful tide and save at least some, than

I wish to be very clear and very emphatic at this point, 
for here is where a multitude of people in our day are 
going astray. Men and women go off to “ Bible Con- 
ferences,” to “meetings for the deepening of the spiri- 
tual life,” and to “tarrying meetings,” and all that sort 
of thing, and they come back and tell you what a won- 
derful experience they have had, what raptures they have 
passed through, and how they have been “ baptized with 
the Holy Spirit,’ and I have watched carefully a good 
many of these people; and many of them are of no more 
use to their pastors or their churches than they were 
before. And some of them are of far less use than they 
were before and are sometimes a positive nuisance. They 
have no more love for souls than they had before, make no 
more effort for the salvation of the lost than they did be- 
fore, and win no more souls to Christ than they did before; 
and I am therefore sure that whatever experience they 
may have received they have not had the Baptism with the 
Holy Spirit along the lines so plainly laid down in God’s

There needs, however, a word of caution to be said 
at this point, and not only to be said, but to be made clear 
and to be emphasized, and that word of caution is, this 
power will not manifest itself in the same way in every 
individual. ‘That thought is developed at considerable 
length in 1 Cor. 12, the classical passage on the whole 
subject of the Baptism with the Holy Spirit. Let me 
read you verses 4 to 13: “ Now there are diversities of 
gifts, but the same Spirit. And there are diversities of 
administrations, but the same Lord. And there are di- 
versities of workings, but the same God, Who worketh 
all things in all. But to each one is given the manifesta- 
tion of the Spirit, to profit withal, for to one is given 
through the Spirit the word of wisdom; and to another 
the word of knowledge, according to the same Spirit; to 
another, faith, in the same Spirit; and to another, gifts 
of healings, in the one Spirit; and to another, workings 
of miracles; and to another prophecy; and to another dis-\ 
cernings of spirits; and to another diverse kinds of 
tongues; and to another, interpretation of tongues; but all 
these worketh the one and the same Spirit, dividing to each 
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one severally as He will, For as the body is one, and hath 
any members, and all the members of the body, being 
any, are one body; so also is Christ. For in one Spin 








one Spirit.” 
ow what strikes one, or what ought to strike one, 
most forcibly in this passage, is the word “ diversities” 
so often repeated, and also the words “to another” so 
often repeated. And the thought is as clear as language — 
can make it, and very much emphasized, that while there 
is “one Baptism with the Holy Spirit” there is a wide 
variety of manifestations of that one Baptism with that 
one and same Spirit; that the Baptism with the Holy 


/Spirit results in one gift in one person according to the 
/ line of service to which he is called, and quite another 


gift to another person, according to the line of service to 
which he is called. 

Now that is the point at which a multitude of people 
go astray. They hear of some person who was baptized 
with the Holy Spirit, and the Holy Spirit for His own 
wise reasons imparted to that person some special gift 
for the special service to which he was called, and they 
think that if they are baptized with the Holy Spirit they 
must have precisely the same gift that this other person 
had. But that is, as we see, entirely unscriptural ; indeed, 
it is clearly anti-scriptural. 

It was at this point that I was tempted to go astray 
when I first began the study of this subject, a great many 
years ago. I noticed that in the second chapter of the 
Acts of the Apostles, and in the tenth chapter of the Acts 
of the Apostles, and in the nineteenth chapter of the 
Acts of the Apostles, those who were baptized with the 
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Holy Spirit “spake with tongues,” and I wondered if 
everyone who was baptized with the Holy Spirit would 
not speak with tongues. And as I did not see anyone 
speaking with tongues today, I wondered if this gift was 
not confined to the Apostolic Age. But one day my at- 
tention was called to First Corinthians the twelfth chap- 
ter, and I read the verses which I have just read to you, 
and discovered that while there was “one Baptism with 
the Holy Spirit,” there was a vast variety of manifesta- 
tions of that one baptism, and that it was distinctly said 
that to one was given “divers kinds of tongues,” but to 
others an entirely different gift; and I also discovered 
that speaking with tongues was way down at the bottom 
of the list. And then my attention was fixed upon the 
closing verses of the chapter, verses 28 to 31, where I 
read: “ And God hath set some in the church, first apos- 
tles, secondly prophets, thirdly teachers, then miracles, 
then gifts of healing, helps, governments, divers kinds 
of tongues.’ Here again “tongues” was at the very 
bottom of the list. Then I went on and read: “ Are all 
apostles? are all prophets? are all teachers? are all work- 
ers of miracles? Have all the gifts of healing? do all 
speak with tongues?” And therefore I saw that Paul 
clearly taught that there were among the believers in this 
wonderfully gifted church, of which he had plainly de- 
clared in the thirteenth verse that every one of them was 
baptized with the Holy Spirit, some at least who did not 
speak with tongues. So I saw that the teaching that 
speaking with tongues was the inevitable and invariable 
result of being baptized with the Holy Spirit, and that 
any one who had not spoken with tongues had not been 
baptized with the Holy Spirit, was utterly unscriptural 
and anti-scriptural. 


xX 
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But then I was tempted to fall into another error, of a 
somewhat similar character. I had read the testimony of 
John Wesley, and of Charles G. Finney, and D. L. 
Moody, and others, and I noted how all these men, when 
they were baptized with the Holy Spirit, obtained the 
gift of an evangelist, and I was tempted to say to myself, 
anyone who is baptized with the Holy Spirit will have the 
gift of an evangelist. Now that is just as unscriptural 
as to say that every one who is baptized with the Holy 
Spirit will speak with tongues. If God has called a man 
into the work of an evangelist, and he is baptized with 
the Holy Spirit, then doubtless he will have the gift of 
an evangelist, but if God has called him to some other 
work he will have some other power or gift, which wiil 
fit him for the work to which God has called him, 

This mistake, that every one who is baptized with the 
Holy Spirit will have power as an evangelist, leads to 
three great evils. The first great evil to which it leads 
is the evil of disappointment, and sometimes even of 
despair. Many a man has heard an address upon the 
Baptism with the Holy Spirit which is not carefully 
guarded at this point, and he gets the impression that 
the inevitable and invariable result of the Baptism with 
the Holy Spirit is the gift of an evangelist, and then this 
man seeks for himself the Baptism with the Holy Spirit, 
and meets the conditions of that baptism, and conse- 
quently really is baptized with the Holy Spirit, but God 
has not called him to the work of an evangelist, and 
therefore, of course, God does not empower him with 
the gift of an evangelist, and the man is perplexed and 
bewildered and sometimes is in despair, wondering if he 
really has been baptized with the Holy Spirit. 

I recall a very striking illustration of this. A Scotch- 
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man, a ship-plater, receiving large wages over in Scot- 
land, heard an address on the Baptism with the Holy 
Spirit. He got the impression that the result of the 
Baptism with the Holy Spirit was in every instance power 
as an evangelist, and he sought for himself the Baptism 
with the Holy Spirit and obtained it. Then he heard 
that there were spiritually destitute fields in America, up 
in the Northwest, and he made up his mind to go there 
and preach the gospel; and at a great financial sacrifice 
he sold out everything and came out to Minnesota. But 
God had not at that time called him to be.an evangelist, 
and he found no openings, and he was nearly in despair. 
He not only wondered whether he had been baptized with 
the Holy Spirit, he even got to doubting his salvation. 
While in this distressed state of mind, one Sunday morn- 
ing, he dropped into the church in Minneapolis of which 
I was at that time pastor, and that very morning I spoke 
on the Baptism with the Holy Spirit, and made clear 
what I am trying to make clear to you today, that while 
“there is one Baptism” with the Holy Spirit, there is a 
wide diversity of manifestations of that one baptism; and 
chat the gift of an evangelist is not by any means the 
invariable result of that baptism. He saw the truth and 
put himself in God’s hands for God to choose the field 
of service and to qualify him for the service to which 
God had called him. 

Very soon there came to him an opening to go down 
into some destitute parts of Wisconsin, doing Sunday 
School missionary work. He went, and there the great 
thing happened. When he had thus given up dictating 
to the Holy Spirit what gift should be bestowed upon 
him, and left_it entirely with the Hi rit in His. 
sovereign will to decide, and_went out to do the work) 
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od opened to him, the very gift that he had sought 
ame upon him, He did receive the gift of an evangelist, 


and town after town was quite overturned by the power 
of the gospel as presented by him, 

The second mischief that results from this error that 
the Baptism with the Holy Spirit will always result in 
power as an evangelist, is the error of presumption. 
Many a man has heard an address upon the Baptism with 
the Holy Spirit that is not carefully guarded at this point, 
and has gotten the impression that the one invariable 
result of the Baptism with the Holy Spirit is power as 
an evangelist, and so he says to himself, “ All I need to 
become an evangelist is to receive the Baptism with the 
Holy Spirit. Now that is not true. It is very far from 
the truth. In order to be an evangelist the first thing a 
man needs is a call from God to that specific work. If 
God in His infinite wisdom has not called a man into that 
work, but into some other work, he certainly will not get 
power as an evangelist, even though he is baptized with 
the Holy Spirit. The second thing a man needs in order 
to be an evangelist is such a knowledge of the Word of 
God that he has something to preach that is worth listen- 
ing to. If a man has a call of God to the work of an 
evangelist, and has obtained such a knowledge of the Word 
of God that he has something to preach that is worth 
listening to, and then is baptized with the Holy Spirit, he 
will have power as an evangelist, but otherwise he will 
not have power as an evangelist. One of the most un- 
fortunate things in evangelistic work today is that so 
many men have rushed into the work whom God never 
called into it, who have no message that is worth while. 

The third mischief that results from this error is the 
worst of all, and that is the mischief of indifference. 
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Many a person comes to a meeting like this and hears an 
address on the Baptism with the Holy Spirit and gets 
the impression that the one result of the Baptism with 
the Holy Spirit is the gift of an evangelist, and this 
person knows that God has not called him to the work of 
an evangelist. For instance, here is a woman, with a 
family of five or six or even more children. Now that 
woman knows, or at least it is to be hoped that she has 
sense enough to know, though some don’t, that God has 
not called her to be an evangelist, that her work is at 
home with her children; and when she hears this address 
she says to herself, “ My minister may need the Baptism 
with the Holy Spirit, the evangelist may need the Bap- 
tism with the Holy Spirit, the Y. M. C. A. Secretary 
may need the Baptism with the Holy Spirit, but I don’t; 
for God has not called me to be an evangelist. My work 
is here at home with my own children.” But if a mother 
gets the right conception of the Baptism with the Holy 
Spirit, the Bible conception, namely, that it is to fit be- 
lievers in Jesus Christ not only for the work of an evan- 
gelist, but for any other function to which God may call 
us in His Church, and that there is no other function in 
the Church that God has more honoured than the func- 
tion of sanctified motherhood, then this woman will say, 
“ Evangelists may need the Baptism with the Holy Spirit, 
my pastor may need the Baptism with the Holy Spirit, 
but I must have it in order that I may have power to 
bring my own children up in the nurture and admonition 
of the Lord.”

tism with the Holy Spirit, and then, though they may 
not be definitely conscious of it, they try to dictate to the 
Holy Spirit what gift he shall impart to them. I have 
| known people who have waited for weeks or months, or 
even years, for their self-chosen gift of speaking with 
_ tongues. 

I recall a man whom I knew intimately in Chicago, a 
man who was very useful in his church and very gifted 
in prayer. While I was away, going around the world 
preaching the gospel, this man got under the influence 
of those people who over-emphasize “speaking with 
tongues.” He gave up all his work and gave all his 
time, when he was not engaged in his business, to “ wait- 
ing for his Pentecost,’ by which he meant waiting until 
he should be enabled by the Spirit to speak with tongues. 
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After two long years of waiting, the last I knew of him 
he was still absolutely useless, “ waiting for his Pente- 
cost.” No, No, No, ne FLO D sovereign in the 
whole matter (1 Cor, 12:11), and it is not for you nor 
for me to dictate to Him what gift He shall impart to us 
when we are baptized with the Holy Spirit. It is for us 
ito leave that entirely with Him, and just put ourselves 
unreservedly at His disposal for Him to choose the field) 
of service, and for Him to. qualify. us for the work. to 
which He has called us, and to impart to us the cift that! 
‘fits us for that work, whether it be s speaking with tongues} 
or something entirely. different...which, according to the 
repeated teaching of the Scriptures, is far more impor- 
tant than the least desirable of all gifts, that of “ speaking 
with tongues.” 
But having given and emphasized this word of caution, 
let me repeat what I said some time ago, that

— and repeat instances which have come under my 
own personal observation, of men and women and young 
people who have been baptized with the Holy Spirit, and 
who did “receive power.” Let me give you three illus- 
trations from life that I think will prove helpful. 

The first is of a minister who was the first one, as 
far as I know definitely, that it was my privilege to lead 
into a like experience to my own. I had gone from 
Chicago to New Britain, Conn., more than a thousand 
miles, to deliver just one address. A thousand miles and 
back is a long ways to go to deliver one address, and yet 
I shall never cease to rejoice that I travelled that two 
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thousand miles to deliver that address. It was at a State 
Convention of the Young People’s Society of Christian 
Endeavour, held in an armory.

When 
the convention closed a minister came to me on the plat- 
form and said, “I haven’t this power that you have been 
talking about tonight, but I want it. Will you pray for 

me?” I replied, “ Why not kneel down and pray a 
here now? ” 

It is a good deal to ask of a Congregational minister in 
staid old New England, where the Congregationalists 
boast that they are the University denomination, and they 
are (for almost all the leading universities in New Eng- 
land were founded originally by the Congregationalists) 
—I say, it is a good deal to ask of a Congregational min- 
ister in staid old New England, to kneel down on a plat- 
form while three thousand young people are breaking up 
and leaving the armory in disorder, to seek a blessing 
from God like an old-fashioned Methodist inquirer at 
the mourners’ bench; but this minister was in earnest, and 
he said, “I will.’ We placed two chairs together in a 
corner of the platform where we were not likely to be 
much observed, and knelt down to pray. I prayed and 
then he prayed that he might be baptized with the Holy 
Spirit. Then we arose and after a few words we had to. 
separate, he to hurry to his train and I to hurry to ‘mine. 

Some time passed by and I was in Washington, D. C., 
at a Christian Workers’ Convention. The night I reached 
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there I was standing in the rotunda of the hotel where 
I was stopping, and an assistant pastor of the Fourth 
Congregational Church in Hartford, Conn.” saw me and 
hurried to me and said, “Do you remember that min- 
ister that you prayed for at New Britain, Conn.?” I 
said, “ Yes, I do.” He said, “ Have you heard from him 
since?” “No,” I said. “Let me tell you about him,” 
he said. “ He has gone back to his church a transformed 
man. | He is pastor of a large country church in Con- 
necticut, and since that night you prayed for him his 
evening congregations fill his church, which,” this man 
added, “is a very unusual thing in a country church in 
Connecticut. But that is not the best of it, there are 
conversions at every service, and a very large proportion 
of the conversions are the young men of the community.” 
Now is not that what we want? Not the sending off for 
some evangelist to come at rare intervals and have some 
ae stirring of the community, but the power of God 
u astors of our churches reaching in 
the power of the Holy Spiri every Sunday night, and 
conversions right along ¢ Well, that i is what we can have,

Some years passed by and one hot summer afternoon 
I was speaking at Mr. Moody’s peeks cn in Northfield,

number of Methodist ministers from Alabama gathered 
around me. ‘They said, “ Did. we understand you to say 
that if any minister did not have power and results in his 
work it was his own fault?” “ Well,” I replied, “ breth- 
ren, I am not sure that that is just what I said, but that 
is about what I believe.” “ But,” one of them urged, 
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“ suppose your whole official board is against you. What 
can you do then?” Mr. G , the Assistant Pastor of 
the church in Hartford, was there again, and he broke 
in, “ Mr. Torrey, may I say something?” “ Certainly,” 
I replied. 

He said, “ Do you remember that Congregational min- 
ister that you prayed with at New Britain, Connecticut?” 
“Yes,” I said, “I remember him well.” He continued, 
“Did you know that he had changed his church?” “ No, 
I did not.” “ Well,” he said, “he did, last February.” 
(This was August.) ‘“ He had a call from a church in 
the suburbs of Boston. All his spiritually minded friends 
advised him not to accept the call, for all the ruling mem- 
bers of the church were against aggressive evangelistic 
effort. But in spite of all the advice of his spiritually 
minded friends, he somehow felt led to accept the call, 
and he went there last February. There have already 
been fifty-nine conversions, and thirty-eight of them are 
business men of the community.” Oh, brethren, is not 
that what we want? Well, that is the sort of thing we 
can have. The secret of it is in our being “ baptized 
with the Holy Spirit.” 

Let me give you a second illustration. I had been at 
Montreal, Canada, attending an Inter-provincial Conven- 
tion of the Young Men’s Christian Association. In my 
last address I had spoken on the Baptism with the Holy 
Spirit. Sometime after I got back to Chicago, I received 
a letter from a young man, a member of one of the 
churches in Montreal. He wrote, saying: 





“ DEAR Mr. Torrey: ‘ 

“T was at your last meeting at the Y. M. C. A. convention 
in Montreal, and heard you speak on the baptism with the 
Holy Spirit. I went away to my home and ht that oe 
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J tained it} I am Chairman of the 
Lookout Committee of the Young People’s Society of Chris- 
tian Endeavour of our church. I got together the other 
members of our committee, and found that two of them 
had been at the same meeting, and had already obtained the 
baptism with the Holy Spirit. Then we prayed for the other 
members of the committee and they were baptized with the 
Holy Spirit; and now we are going out into the church 
among the young people, and the young people are coming 
to Christ right along.” 


Brethren, is not that what we want? Is not that what 
we want in our young people’s societies? Not this ever- 
lasting getting up and quoting, parrot-like, some passage 
of Scripture; not this everlasting getting up at the 
monthly “Consecration Meeting” and professing to be 

wholly surrendered to God when you know you are not; 
but the young people of our churches baptized with the 
Holy Spirit, and going out among the other young people 
of the churches and communities, and leading them to 
Christ. Well, this is what we can have. The whole 
secret of it is having our young people “baptized with 
the Holy Spirit.” 

Now, just one more illustration, and to me in some 
respects the best of all. I was in Syracuse, N. Y., at- 
tending a Young Men’s Christian Association State Con- 
vention. I was over speaking at the meeting of “the 
Women’s Auxiliary.” As I came down from the plat- 
form and passed out the door, a gentleman and his wife 
were waiting for me. They said, “Are you going over 
to the main meeting?” I said, “Yes.” They said, 
“Are you going to walk?” I said, “Yes.” “Can we 
walk with you?” “ Yes,” I said, “if you will walk fast.” 
As we went down the stairs they began at once to tell me 
how they had never heard me before, but that they had 
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read the report of an address that I had delivered at 
Boston, on the Baptism with the Holy Spirit, and they 
said, “ We have been baptized with the Holy Spirit.” 
Then the man did the talking. He was Superintendent 
of one of the prominent Sunday Schools of the city, and 
since he had been baptized with the Holy Spirit God had 
revolutionized the Sunday School. I heard from other 
sources that even the pastor of the church was trans- 
formed. When he had finished telling what the Baptism 
with the Holy Spirit had meant to him (and had also 
meant a transformed church), then his wife broke in 
and she said, “And, Mr. Torrey, the best part of it is 
that T_have been able to get into the hearts of my own | 
children, which I was never able to do before.” ml 
Oh, brethren, is not that what we want? Is not that 
what we must have? the power to get into the hearts of 
our own children, and to lead them to Christ? I think 
one of the saddest things in the Church of Jesus Christ 
today is to see the sons and daughters of the Christian 
fathers and mothers, fathers and mothers who have been 
pillars in the church, growing up not to follow in the 
footsteps of their fathers and mothers; growing up some- 
times quite godless, not in the church on the Lord’s Day, 
not in the Sunday School, but off joy-riding, or golfing, 
or on hiking parties, or playing tennis, or, God only 
knows what. Oh, the condition today of the children of 
earnest and godly and active Christian fathers and 
mothers, is appalling! What all of us fathers and 
mothers need, first of all, is power to get into the hearts 
of our own children. And we can have that power. 
how: “Ye shall receive power, when 
the Holy Ghost is come upon you.” 
Oh, men and women and young people who belong te 
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Christ! Are we having in our service for Christ the 
power that we might have and ought to have? We are 
living in a world where we are surrounded by perishing 
men, women and children on every hand. And there is 
a solemn responsibility upon every one of us, to do 
everything that is in our power, at any cost, to see that 
these men and women and children are saved. And 
there is a way in which any one of us can have power 
for that work. It is by being definitely baptized tes the 
Holy Spirit.

I. Wuo NEEps THE Baptism witH THE Hoty 
Sprrit ? 
We take up, first, the question of Who Needs the Bap- 
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tism with the Holy Spirit? The Bible answers this ques- 
tion very plainly. 

Turn first of all to Luke 24:49. We will begin back 
at the forty-fifth verse to get the connection: ‘“ Then 
opened He their minds, that they might understand the 
Scriptures ; and He said unto them, Thus it is written that 
Christ should suffer, and rise again from the dead the 
third day; and that repentance and remission of sins 
should be preached in His name unto all the nations, be- 
ginning from Jerusalem. Ye are witnesses of these 
things. And, behold, I send forth the promise of my 
Father upon you: but tarry ye in the city, until ye be 
clothed with power from on high.” 

Here our Lord gives a very definite, distinct and posi- 
tive commandment to those to whom He was speaking, 
that they should not undertake the work to which He 
had called them until they had received the all-necessary 
ae for that work of which He speaks here as 

> and further on, 


as ‘a being * 2 “clothed” with power from on high,” and by - 
comparison of Scripture with ig fon a. we find that this 






“ promise of the Father,” this being “ clothed with Lvower 
from on hi igh,” : is the Baptism with - with the Holy Spirit. 


Now, to whom were these words spoken? ‘To the 
eleven apostles. And.who were those apostles? It is 
oftentimes said that they were uneducated men, and from 
that supposed fact an argument is adduced for an unedu- 
cated ministry. But no argument by any possibility could 
pe more mal-apropos than that, for whatever the apostles 
were not uneducated men. /They had taken 






“more than a three-years’ course in the best theological 


seminary that ever existed upon earth, and in which our 
Lord Jesus Christ Himself was the sole but all-sufficient 
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Teacher. They had been eye-witnesses of our Lord’s 
wondrous life on earth, eye-witnesses of His miracles, 
eye-witnesses of His death, eye-witnesses of His resur- 
rection from the dead, and they were about to be eye- 
witnesses of His ascension, as He was taken up into 
heaven bodily, right before their eyes, “and a cloud re- 
ceived Him out of their sight.” And what were they to 
do? Simply to go and tell a perishing world what their 
own eyes had seen and what their own ears had heard 
from the lips of the Son of God Himself. Were they not 
already fully prepared to go? With our modern ideas of 
preparation for the ministry we should say they were the 
most fully and perfectly prepared and equipped men who 
ever undertook the ministry of the Gospel. But our Lord 
Jesus here says: You are not adequately prepared at all; 
there is another preparation so all-necessary that you must 
not stir one step until you have obtained it. ‘That prepara- 
tion is the receiving of “the promise of the Father,” the 
being “endued with power. from.on high,” the Baptism 
with the Holy Spirit. |“ And till you receive it, do not 
‘undertake that ministry.”. Th d translated “ tarry,” 
means literally “sit down ”:)“ Sit down, until : ube 
clothed with power fr from on _on high. "| This is exceedingly 
solemn. If our Lord would not permit the men whom 
' He Himself had chosen and ordained for this work to 
undertake that work until they had received a definite 
enduement of power from on high for that service, 
namely, the Baptism with the Holy Spirit, what is it for 
ordinary mortals like you or me to undertake that service 
until we are thus baptized by the Holy Spirit and ioe 
it? It is the most daring presumption. 
One of the gravest mistakes that the Church of Jesus 
Christ is making today is in the way in which we set men 
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apart for the ministry of the Gospel. We take a man 
who is “hopefully pious,” send him for four years to a 
college, then three or four years to a theological seminary, 
and then, if he has succeeded in coming out of these in- 
situation with a fair modicum of faith left, we say, “ You 
are now fitted to undertake the ministry,” and we lay our 
hands upon him and set him apart for this solemn work. 
But is he prepared? He certainly is not, if that is all he 
has. It would be a great thing if to every candidate for 
the ministry, ees shinee him, we should put to him | 
the question :_“ € ed wi 





But this is not all ; nor, Pprolern as it is, is it the most 
solemn part. Turn in your Bibles to Acts 10:38: “ God 
anointed Jesus of Nazareth with the Holy Ghost and with 
power; who went about doing good, and healing all that 
were oppressed of the devil; for God was with Him.” 
To what definite experience does this refer in the life of 
our Lord as recorded in the Gospels? Turn to the Gospel 
of Luke, the third chapter, twenty-first and twenty-second 
verses, and you will get your answer: “ Now it came to 
pass, when all the people were baptized, that Jesus also 
having been baptized, and pra 
and the Hol escended in a, bodily. 
on him, and a voice came out of heaven, Thou art my 
eloved Son; in Thee I am well pleased.” Now turn to the 
next chapter, the fourth, and the first verse,—nothing in- 
tervening but the genealogy of His mother: “ And Jesus, 
ull of the Holy Spirit, returned from the Jordan.”

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“dwelt all the fulness of the Godhead bodily ” (Clos. 
2:9), did not permit Himself to undertake His public 
ministry until He was definitely “endued with power 
from on high,” what is it for ordinary mortals, such as 
you and IJ are, to undertake service for Him until we also 
are thus endued and know it? To ME IT APPEARS LIKE 
THE MOST DARING PRESUMPTION; yes, something even 
beyond that. In view of what the Lord required of His 
apostles, and still more in view of what He required of | 
Himself, I dare not undertake service for Him until I, | 
too, have been baptized with the Holy Spirit and know it. | 
| But even that is not all. If you will turn to Acts 
8: 12-17, you will find that the apostles, when they came 
o a new church that had just been gathered, the very 
‘first thing they always saw to was that all the members of 
this new church “might receive the Holy Spirit.” And 
if you will turn to Acts 19: 1-6, you will find that the | 
Apostle Paul, when he came to a community where there 
was a young church, and where he discovered something 
about it that was not satisfactory, the first thing that he 


inquired into was, whether they had definitely “ received } 
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of Christian service. We are told of the Apostle Peter in 
Acts 2:4 that he was definitely “filled with the Holy 
Spirit” on the day of Pentecost. But in Acts 4:8 we 
are also told that “ Peter” was again,“ filled. with. the... 
Holy Spirit.” ) The tense of the verb used in the original © 
(that is, in the Greek), shows conclusively that the filling 
spoken of here was anew, filling that.took place right 
then and there. But we are again told in Acts 4: 31 that 


‘ When..they had prayed,.the place was shaken wherein 
they were gathered together’, and.they were all filled with 
tie Holy Spirit, and they spake the Word of God with 
“boldness.” 


Here again the tense of the verb used in the 
original, that is, in the Greek, shows conclusively that it 
was a filling that took place right then and there. And 
we are definitely told that Peter was one of the “all” 
who were then and there filled with the Holy Spirit. 

So here are three separate occasions on which Peter 
was “ filled with t the Holy. Spirit,” | So then it is as clear 
as day “that one needs repeated fillings with the Holy 

Spirit, no matter how definitely and wonderfully he may jj 
, have been pa ie with the Holy Spirit in the past. 



















Christian service. | I am often asked if I 
| have acnoer me “The Second Blessing.” I certainly have, 

—and the third and the fourth and the fifth and the three 
hundredth and the three hundred and fortieth, and I am 
looking for the three hundred and forty-first today.

A — many years ago, when I wa 
the International Convention of Ges ee. we 
held a meeting in the city of Detroit. I think it was our 
third annual gathering. I had a friend who had been led 
out into an experience of the Holy Spirit’s infilling that 
he had never had before through a well-known teacher in 
_ this country. He asked that I put this teacher on the 
program of the Detroit Convention. This I did. But to 
my dismay, when I reached Detroit I found that he was 
circulating a paper of his in which he took the ground 
that when one was once baptized with the Holy Spirit 
that ended it; there was nothing more to seek. When he 
himself came to speak, his utterances were utterly without 
}power. He himself ost manifestly needed a new fillin 

with the Holy Spirit. Ay 

During the World’s Fair in Chicago, in 1893, Mr. 
oody brought together, in Chicago, some of the most 
renowned and most able Bible teachers and Gospel preach- 
ers from all parts of the world. He said: “For years I 
have been going to the world; now the world is coming 
to me, and I am going to see that they get the Gospel 
through the best preachers in their different languages 
that I can secure.” He brought famous men from Eng- 
land, Scotland, Ireland, France, Germany, Austria, Rus- 
sia and other lands. Among others, he brought a man 
who had been wonderfully used in his own country. He 
took this man first to Northfield, and then brought him 
on to Chicago. When he was giving his first lecture iv 
the lecture-room of the Bible Institute in Chicago, Mr. 
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Moody said to me: “I want you to hear this man and 
give me your opinion of him.” So when the crowd had 
gathered we slipped into a back seat where we would not 
be seen. After listening for a while, Mr. Moody slipped 
out and beckoned me to follow. We went up to his office 
and sat down. Mr. Moody turned to me and said: 
“What do you think of him?” I replied: “I have 
nothing I wish to say.” ‘ Well,” he said, “I have some- 
thing I wish to say: I would give every penny it cost me 
to bring him to this country if he were back home again. 
He has lost his unction!” | 

Oh, it is an awful thing to lose one’s unction! Mr. 
Moody used to say that he would rather die than to lose 
the power of the Holy Spirit in his work. But we cer- 
tainly shall lose our unction unless we seek a new filling 
with the Spirit for each new emergency of Christian 
service, 

I am often asked: “ Would you call these new fillings 
with the Holy Spirit ‘fresh baptisms with the Holy 
Spirit?’ No, I would not. I would not for two rea~ 
sons: First of all, because there is something initiatory in 
the very thought conveyed by the word “baptism:” and 
second, because these new fillings are never called “ bap- 
tisms ” in the Bible, and it is always wise to hold fast to 
Bible terminology. In the Bible the expression “ bap- 
tized with the Holy Spirit ” is always limited to the first 
experience of the individual. But I would much rather 
that people would speak of “fresh baptisms with the 
Holy Spirit” because they recognized that one cannot go 
in the power of a baptism with the Holy Spirit received 
some time before, but needs a new filling for each new 


emergency of Christian service, than that they be such 
sticklers for exact terminology that they lose sight of the 
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imperative need of new. fillings with the Spirit for each 


new emergency of Christian service. In other words, I 
would rather have the right thing by the wrong name than 
the wrong thing by the right name, 


SPIRIT? 
We come now to the very practical and immeasurably 
important question: Who can have the Baptism with the 
Holy Spirit? Some years ago I was speaking at a con- 
vention in the state of Kansas, and a woman who was 
one of the leaders in church work in that state and who 
was also in a high position in the educational work of the 
state, sent me a little note in which she said: = You have , 
spoken about the necessity of be ’ 
Holy Spirit.) Will you kindly tell me who can abe. thus 
baptized? The church to which I belong teaches that the 
Baptism with the Holy Spirit was confined to the days of 
the apostles.” Well, who can be baptized with the Holy 
Spirit? We are not left to speculate about that. God 
Himself answers the question in the plainest possible 
words, Turn in your Bibles to Acts 2: 39, and you will 
get God’s own answer to this all important question :

What is the ‘ “promise.” to which Peter refers in this 
verse? Doubtless many of you know that there are two 
differing interpretations of this verse. One saint 
is that “the,promise.”..of..this verse is the promise 
| salvation.and that the verse therefore sets forth the — 
nant privilege of believers to have their children saved. 
Now, no one believes in the Covenant privilege of believ- 
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ers to have their children saved more firmly than I do. 
but is that the meaning of this verse? 

The other interpretation is that “the promise ”’ of this 
verse is the promise of the “gift of,” (or, to put it in 
other words, “th tism with”) the Holy Spirit.” 
Which of these two interpretations is correct? 

There are two laws of interpretation universally ac- 
cepted by all rational, or really intelligent, interpreters of 
the Word. The first law is called “the law of the usus 
loquendi.” ‘The other law is “ the law of context.” 

The law of the usus loquendi (or, to use plain English, 
which is far better than Latin, “the law of usage’’), is 
that when you find a word or phrase in the Bible and you 
wish to know exactly what it means, the thing to do is 
not to run for a dictionary to get the definition of the 
word or phrase, for the dictionary was not written by 
Bible scholars. The thing to do is to take your concor- 
dance and look up every place in the Bible where that 
word or phrase is used and interpret its meaning by its 
usage. The exact meaning of words is seldom determined 
by etymology ; it is determined by usage. 

Now, what is the usage of this phrase, “ the promise,” 
in the Bible, especially what is the usage in this particular 
book in the Bible in which this verse is found? ‘Turn 
back to Acts 1:4 and 5: “ He charged them not to depart 
from Jerusalem, but to wait for the promise of..the., 
Father, which, said He, ye heard from me: for John i in- 
deed baptized with water: but ye shall 
_the rel oly Spirit not many | days hen ce,” "What “the prom- 
sets ’ is here se are not left to Ecce: We are told that 

“the promise” is “ the promise” of being “ baptized with 
the Holy Spirit.” Now turn to Acts 2:33: “ Being there- 
fore by the right hand of God exalted and having received 
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poured forth this which ye see and hear.” Here again we 
are told that “the promise of the Father ” is “the prom- 
ise of the Holy Spirit ” which had just been poured forth 
on that very day when every one of the apostolic com- 
pany had been baptized with the Holy Spirit. In other 
words the meaning of the expression is precisely the same 
here as it was in the first chapter. Now, six verses 
further down we come to the verse we are now studying. 
Can anyone tell me any reasonable rule of interpretation 
by which this peculiar expression can mean one thing in 
Acts 1:4 and 5, precisely the same thing in the next place 
where it occurs, that is, Acts 2:33, and something en- 
tirely different in the next place where it occurs, only six 
verses further down?

Let us now apply the law of context. The law of con- 
text is this: That when you find a passage of Scripture 
of which there are two or more possible interpretations 
and you wish to know which one of the several different 
interpretations is the correct interpretation, you should 
look at the passage in its context, that is, in the light of 
what goes before it and in the light of what comes after 
it. Many a passage in the Bible, if it stood alone, might 
mean one, two, three, four or even more things. But 
standing where it does, it can mean but one of the two or 
more things. 

Now let us apply the law of context here. Let us read 
what goes immediately before—vs. 38: “ Peter said unto 
them, Repent ye and be baptized, every one of you, in the 
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name of Jesus Christ, unto the remission of your sins:

Sons years ago we had for a month a Ministerial In- 
stitute in the Bible Institute of Chicago. Ministers were 
gathered there from very many different states of our 
Union, and for a month we studied the Word of God 
together.

Let me illustrate this point again: I was at one of the 
early Y. M. C. A. conventions of the Students of South- 
ern Colleges and Universities, held at Knoxville, Ten- 
nessee, on the university grounds. ‘The meeting was 
presided over by Dr. , a very prominent and highly 
honored and much loved rector of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church. I spoke on the closing Sunday morning 
upon the Baptism with the Holy Spirit. This Episcopal 
rector and I roomed in the same building, and on that 
hot July afternoon we drew our chairs up in front of the 
building for a talk together. He turned to me and said: 
“T was greatly interested in what you had to say this 
morning, and if your interpretation of Acts 2: 39 is cor- 
rect you have gained your case. But I question your 
interpretation of Acts 2:39, Let us talk it over.” And 
we did. Some years later I was at the Y. M. C. A. Stu- 
dent Convention at Northfield, Massachusetts, and this 
Episcopal rector was also present. One Sunday after- 
noon I entered Stone Hall, where the meetings were held 
in those days, by the back door, just as this Episcopal 
rector was entering through the front door, and we met. 
As he saw me approaching, he hurried toward me with 
extended hand, and said: “ You were right about Acts 
2:39, at Knoxville; but I think I can tell you something 
better than that, I think I have now the right to say that 
I have been baptized with the Holy Spirit.” I thank 
God that I was right. Not because it was at all important 
that I should be right, but because the doctrine is such a 
glorious one. Oh, to be able to go round this globe and 
face audiences of thousands—Americans, English, Scotch, 
Irish, Germans, Scandinavians, Russians, French, Swiss, 
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Hindus, Japanese, Chinese, and others, as I have done, 
and to be able to tell them all, with the absolute certainty 
that you have God’s own immutable word supporting you 
when you tell them, that the Baptism with the Holy Spirit 
is for every one of them. What marvellous scenes I have 
seen, as believers in many lands have seen this truth and 
Jaimed for themselves the wondrous blessing of the Bap- | 
ism. : irit,; yes, and what marvellous re- 
sults Have followed i in many lands. 

If each one 
of us may be—and beyond a question we may—baptized 
with the Holy Spirit, then there rests upon us the most 
solemn. obligation. to. be. thus baptized.)

Beloved brethren, I oftentimes tremble for myself and 
for others who are in the ministry. And by the ministry 
I do not mean merely the ministry as ordinarily defined, 
as including only ordained ministers. I use it in the 
broader sense applying to all believers, for we are all 
called to minister the Gospel in some way. It may not 
be by preaching; it may be in quiet, humble, personal 
work, I say I tremble for myself and for my brethren 
in the ministry. Why? Because we are preaching error? 
Oh, no, I do not mean that now. It is true there are 
many in these days who claim to be preaching the truth 
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who are preaching in reality the most pernicious and de- 
structive error, and I do tremble for them: I would rather 
take my chance before the bar of God as a bootlegger 
than to take my chance there as one who is called to 
preach the Gospel, but who, instead, was preaching error 
—damnable and destructive error. But that is not what 
I refer to now. 

Do I mean that I tremble for those who are not preach- 
ing error, but are not preaching the truth? For you all 
know it is quite possible for a man never to preach a 
word of error and yet not preach the saving truth, There 
are many, many ministers nowadays from whose lips a 
heterodox word has never escaped, and yet they are not 
preaching the truth, They are preaching on all kinds of 
extraneous and unimportant questions. Take any daily 
paper that announces the subjects to be preached upon in 
any of our great cities, and your heart will certainly be 
heavy with sadness if you are at all thoughtful. In one 
of our American cities some time ago these three sub- 
jects were announced in the same newspaper by different 
prominent preachers in that city: “The Wit of an Irish- 
man,” “The Football Match,” “My Mother-in-Law.” 
Horrible! Think of it! Standing in the sacred desk, the 
place of such marvellous opportunity and possibility of 
power for God, and preaching on subjects like that! Yes, 
I do tremble for these faithless and foolish shepherds, 

But that is not what I mean now. What I mean is 
this: I tremble for those who are preaching the Gospel— 
preaching the Gospel in its simplicity, in its purity and in 
its fullness, but preaching it “with enticing words of 
man’s wisdom,” and not “i i iri

FE, have seen that the Baptism with the Holy 
Spirit is a definite experience of which one | 


may know whether he has received it or not ;

we of every believer in every age of the Church’s his- 
tory to have the Baptism with the Holy Spirit and that a 
most solemn responsibility rests upon every one of us to 
obtain it at any cost. We have seen that if we pay th 
rice of this blessing and therefore obtain it there will be 
} souls won to Christ through our work who, if we do not 
pay the price of this blessing and therefore do not obtain 
it, will not be thus won; and that therefore if we do not 
pay the price of this blessing and therefore do not obtain 
it, we shall be responsible before God for every one who 
might have been won but was not won because we did 
not pay the price and therefore did not obtain the blessing, 

This brings us face to face with the all-important ques- 
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tremendous importance; but it is a question that is very 
plainly answered in the Word of God. There is a very 
plain path laid down in God’s Word, consisting of a few 
simple steps that anyone can take, and 
CERTAIN THAT ANY ONE WHO TAKES THESE STEPS WILL 
ITH THE Hoiy Spirit.” 

That is a very positive statement and I would not dare 
be thus positive if the Word of God were not equally 


positive, but when the Word of God definitely and dis- 


tinctly says that if you do certain things there will be a 
certain result, what right have we to tone down the posi- 
tiveness of God’s Word and say that if we do certain 
things there will “ probably ” be a certain result ? 

If any one should come to me and ask me, “Can you 
tell me what to do right now and here, and guarantee that 
if I do it I will be saved at once?” Without the slightest 
hesitation I would reply, “I can.” I can tell any one 
what to do right now and guarantee that if they do it, 
they will be saved instantly. If I could not tell you that, 
I would not be fit to be preaching the Gospel. And just 
so, if any one should come to me and say, “ Dr. Torrey, 
can you tell me what to do right here and now and guar- 
antee that if I will do it, I will be baptized with the Holy 
Ghost? ”, without the slightest hesitation I would reply, 
“T can.” I can, because the Bible tells us in the plainest 
possible terms that very thing. It tells us that if we do 
certain things which are clearly defined in the Bible, we 
“ shall receive the gift of the Holy Spirit.’ What right, 
then, have we to qualify God’s statement and say that if 
we do certain things we shall probably receive the gift of 
(or, the baptism with) the Holy Spirit? 
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It is oftentimes said that Dr. Torrey is a very dogmatic 
preacher. I trust that the charge is true. I aim to bea 
dogmatic preacher. I aim to be just as dogmatic as this 
Book. I do not think that I have attained to that as yet, 
but that is my aim, and if this Book says in the most posi- 
tive and dogmatic terms that if you do certain things you 
shall be baptized with the Holy Spirit, I do not hesitate to 
affirm without the slightest fear that my affirmation will 
prove untrue, that any one here who does these certain 
things, who takes these certain steps, will be immediately

I think that most of you 
would reply, “ Yes, I have.” But suppose I should put 
to you a second question, “ Upon what are you resting as 
the ground of your acceptance before God? ”—I am sure 
some of you would answer me something like this, “ Why, 
I go to church, I read my Bible, I have been baptized, I 
have joined the church (or, been confirmed, as the case 
may be), I go regularly to church, I partake of the com- 
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munion, I give a tenth of my income to the church or the 
poor, and I am trying to live just as near right as I know 
how.” Well, if that is what you are resting upon as the 
ground of your salvation, you are not saved. All those 
things are your works; good things in their place, but 
every one of them your own works, and God tells us 
plainly in His Word, in Romans 3:20, “ By the works 
of the law shall no flesh be justified in His sight ” ; there- 
fore if these are the things you are trusting in as the 
ground of your acceptance before God, you are not justi- 
fied, you are not saved. 
But if I should go to some of you and put to you the 
» question, “ Are you saved?” you would reply at once, 
“Yes, I am,” and if then I should put to you the second 
question, “On what are you resting as the ground of 
your salvation? ”’, you would reply something like this:

| This thought comes out again and again in the Bible. 

_We find it, for example, very plainly stated in Galatians 

3:2. In this passage, Paul says: “ This only would I 
learn from you, Received ye the Spirit by the works of 
the law, or by the hearing of faith?” What does Paul 
mean by this? On one occasion Paul was passing through 
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(ralatia and was detained there by some physical infirm- 
ity. We are not told what it was; presumably it was 
some trouble with his eyes. But that does not matter for 
our present purpose. At all events, he was not so ill that 
he could not preach and he did preach to these Galatians. 
He preached to them that Christ had redeemed us from 
the curse of the law by becoming a curse in our place 
(Gal. 3:13), and that by simple faith in Him Who died 
in their place, all their sins were forgiven and they were 
justified from all things (2 Cor. 5:21; Acts 13:38, 39). 
The Galatians believed this proclamation of the Gospel 
and put their trust in the atoning death of Jesus Christ 
on the cross as their ground of acceptance before God, 
and God immediately set His seal to their faith by giving 
them as a conscious, experimental possession, the Holy 
Spirit. But after Paul had gone away, certain men came 
down from Jerusalem who mixed up the Jewish law 
with the simple Gospel of Christ and told these people, 
these believers in Galatia, that merely believing in Jesus 
Christ was not enough, that in addition to that, if they 
were to be saved, they must be circumcised according to 
the law of Moses. (Just as the Seventh Day Adventist 
people come along nowadays and tell young Christians 
that it is not enough to believe in the Lord Jesus Christ, 
that in addition to that, they must keep the seventh day 
Sabbath according to the law of Moses. It is the same 
old controversy, only breaking out at a new point.) 

These young believers in Galatia were all upset. They 
did not know whether they were saved (or, justified) or 
not. ‘This reaches the ears of the Apostle Paul and he is 
very indignant. Nothing makes true Christian workers 
more indignant, nor more righteously indignant, than to 
“ave false teachers come along and try to upset young 
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converts and get them confused. So he wrote this epistle 
to the Galatians to show the Galatian believers the truth 
and expose the error of these Judaizers. I am glad that 
these Judaizers came down, for, while they upset these 
Galatian believers for a while, the ultimate outcome was 
good, for it gave rise to this wonderful epistle to the 
Galatians, which is the greatest exposition of the doctrine 
of justification by faith that is to be found in the Bible, 
even greater on this one point than the epistle to the 
Romans. 

First of all, Paul called the attention of the young be- 
lievers in Galatia to the fact that Abraham himself was 
justified before he was circumcised, that ‘“ Abraham 
simply) believed God” and his simply believing God 
was “counted unto him for righteousness ” (Gal. 3:6). 
He showed them that after Abraham was thus justzfie 
by simple faith, he was circumcised, not in order to be 
justified, but as “a seal of the faith that he had while he 
was still in uncircumcision” (Romans 4:11, R. V.). 

Then Paul exposes the error of these Judaizers in a 
second way. He appeals directly to the experience of the 
believers in Galatia. He says to them, in effect, “ You 
received the Holy Spirit, did you not, as a definite ex- 
perience?” “Yes, Paul, we did.” “Well, then,” he 
says in substance, “let me ask you a question? How did 
you receive the Holy Spirit— by works of the law’ (that 
is, by keeping the Reis low) or ae the ele of

The Holy 
Spirit is the Aoly.Spirit, and we must make a clean-cut 
choice between the Holy Spirit and unholy sin. We can- 
not have both, It is just at this point that many people 
fail of the blessing. They read books on the Baptism 
with the Holy Spirit, they go to conferences and listen to 
various speakers, they go to “tarrying meetings,” they 
pray long alone for the Baptism with the Holy Spirit, but 
with no results, Why is it? Because they are holding 
on to some sin. 

Men and women oftentimes come to me and say, “I 
have been praying for the Baptism with the Holy Spirit 
for a year,” or two years, or three years or five years, as 
the case may be. A missionary came up to me one day 
in the First Presbyterian Church in New York, at the 
close of the sermon, and said to me, “I have been praying 
for the Baptism with the Holy Spirit for twenty years. 
I have been twenty years a missionary in Persia and I 
have never had a convert.” Think of it! a missionary 
twenty years and not a convert. Then this minister said, 
“What is the matter?” When a man comes to me and 
tells me he has been praying for the Baptism with the 
Holy Spirit and gets no answer and asks what the trouble 
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is, I generally look him right square in the eye and say, 
“My brother, it is S-I-N, sin.” And to you here this 
morning who have been praying for a long time for the 
Baptism with the Holy Spirit and receiving nothing, in 
all probability the trouble with you is sin; and if I could 
look down right into your heart right now, just as God 
is looking right down into your heart at this present 
moment, I could put my finger on the specific sin that is 
shutting you out of the blessing. Oftentimes it is what 
we are pleased to call “a small sin” that shuts us out of 
the Baptism with the Holy Spirit. In reality there are 
no small sins. There are sins about small things, but 
every sin is an act of rebellion against God, no matter 
how small the thing is in itself and no act of rebellion 
against God is a small thing. Suppose your little child 
in a fit of anger throws a book on the floor and you say 
to the child, “ Pick up that book.” Now that certainly is 
a small thing in itself, but suppose the child says, “I 
won't!” Is it a small thing now? And every sin, no 
matter how small the thing is in itself, is saying “I 
won’t ” to God, and seen in this light, every sin is an 
appalling thing. 

Mr. Finney somewhere tells of a woman in the central 
part of New York state, who became greatly concerned 
about the Baptism with the Holy Spirit. When the meet- 
ings were over at night, she would go to her room and 
pray long into the night and lose necessary sleep, and her 
friends were afraid she would go insane. But there came 
no answer to her prayers. One night she came home from 
the meeting and went up to her room, As she knelt there 
in prayer for the Baptism with the Holy Spirit, some 
little matter of head adornment came up before her, 
something that probably would not trouble anybody here, 
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but which was a matter of controversy between her and 
God, and as she knelt there, she put her hand to her head 
and took out the pins, threw them across the floor and 
said, “’There! go!” and instantly the Holy Ghost fell 
upon her. Now, what was it that shut her out of the 


beessing # Pins? No, controversy..with God—sin. 





Some years ago I was So! a Bible conference at

and I went around the world, there were efhadeets of peo- 
ple who had been trying to be secret disciples for years 
who came out and made a public confession of Christ in 
our meetings and who received blessing through that act. 

Of course, God’s appointed way of confession of our 
renunciation of sin and acceptance of Jesus Christ is 
baptism, and it is in the very act of baptism with water 
that many receive the Baptism with the Holy Spirit, be- 
cause that is where they make an open confession of 
renunciation of sin and acceptance of Jesus Christ. I 
never felt the importance of baptism before as I did 
when I was in India. I found that there were in India 
large numbers of men who really believed the truth about 
Jesus Christ, who did not hesitate to say that they be- 
lieved in His Deity and in His atonement, but who would 
not be baptized. Their reason was that being baptized in 
India meant great losses to many. For example: A stu- 
dent in the University of Calcutta came to me when I 
was holding meetings in Calcutta. He said to me, “I 
believe everything that you have preached.” JI said, 
“Why don’t you come out, then, and confess Christ in 
baptism?” He said, “Because if I did, it would cost 
me everything I have in the world. I am a student of 
law in the university here in Calcutta. I have not com- 
pleted my education. My father is a rich man in south- 
ern India and I am heir to a fortune; but if I should 
come out and be baptized, my father would cut me off 
without an ana. There is nothing I could do. I cannot 
work, for I belong to the Brahmin caste. I cannot prac’ 
tise law, because I have not yet completed my course. 
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What shall I do?” TI replied, “Do what God tells you 
to do, be baptized in the name of Jesus Christ.” After 
some thought and some reasoning with him, he said, “I 
will.” I was leaving Calcutta, so I could not baptize 
him, but he went to Dr. Charles Cuthbert Hall, of Brook- 
lyn, New York, who was at that time lecturing in India _ 
on the Haskel Foundation, and asked him to baptize him. 

Dr. Hall consented. The young man sent to his father 
in southern India, telling him he was to be baptized. His 
father came up to witness the ceremony and as soon as 
his son was baptized, he cut him off without an ana, I 
tell you, baptism means something in India. It means 
something everywhere. If you have not been baptized, 
either as a child or as an adult, be baptized, ake an open 


But if you have been baptized, even then there should 
be that for which baptism stands, an open confession of 
your renunciation of sin and acceptance_o 





But some one may ask, “ Suppose one is a Friend, or, 
as they are commonly called, a Quaker, who do not be- 
lieve in the outward sacraments of either the Lord’s 
Supper or baptism? Are they never baptized with the 
Holy Spirit?” ‘To this I would say that some of those 
that I have known who gave the clearest evidence of 
being baptized with the Holy Spirit belonged to the 
Friends, but I am here to expound the Word of God, and 
this is what the Word of God says. Lf" 


THE FourtH STEP / 
Now let us turn to Acts 5:32 and t we will find 
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the fourth step: “ And we are witnesses of these things ; 
and so is the Holy Spirit, Whom God hath given to them 
that obey Him.” ‘THE FouRTH sTEpP, as set forth in this

Let me repeat, the fourth step is,obedience. But what 
is obedience? Some one will say, it is doing what God 
tells you to do. Yes. But how much that God tells you 
to do.

There is a denomination that greatly emphasizes 
obedience, as well they might, for it is constantly em- 
phasized throughout the entire Bible; but this particular 
denomination makes obedience to consist in just one thing, 
that is, one certain ceremonial act. No, that is not the

More people miss the Baptism with the Spirit at 
this point, and more people enter experimentally into the 
Baptism with the Holy Spirit at this point than at almost 
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any other. There are many who go a long ways in the 
matter of sacrificing for Christ, they even go so far as 
to go as foreign missionaries and leave home and friends 
and all the comforts of their own land, to go through 
sacrifice and suffering on the foreign field, who still stop 
short of full surrender to God and so stop short of the 
blessing. Man after man and woman after woman told 
me in India, men and women who had gone so far as to 
go to the danger and discomfort of that trying climate, 
men and women who had given up home and friends and 
comforts of countless kinds and pretty much everything 
that most of us hold dear, to go as foreign missionaries, 
but nevertheless they had not made a full surrender to 
God as yet. Thank God many of them did then, and 
therefore were then and there baptized with the Holy 
Spirit. There is absolutely no use of your praying for 
the Baptism with the Holy Spirit, nor of going to “ tarry- 
ing meetings,” nor any other kind of meetings, if you 
will not surrender your will to God, holding absolutely 
nothing back. You will not receive the Baptism with the 
Holy Spirit though you pray for it to the crack of doom 
unless you make an absolute surrender of your will 
to God. 

Many are afraid to make a full surrender to God. 
They fear that if they should make a full surrender to 
God, that God would require of them some hard thing, 
or even some absurd thing. Who is your God, anyway? 
He certainly is not the God of the Bible. The name of 
God in the Bible is love, “ God is love;” and absolute 
surrender to God is simply absolute surrender to infinite 
love. Is there anything to be dreaded in that? And 
God’s love is not only wiser than that of any earthly 
father, but more tender than that of any earthly mother. 
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Some years ago, at one of the Northfield conferences, a 
gentleman came to me and said, “ You must speak on the 
subject of full surrender. A good many of the men and 
women over at East Hall (one of the school buildings at 
which many attendants at the conference were stopping) 
are greatly troubled on the subject of full surrender. 
They are afraid that if they make a full surrender to 
God, that God will require some hard thing of them, or 
even some absurd thing. The women are afraid that if 
they tell God they will make a full surrender to Him, He 
will take away their husbands or do some other dreadful 
thing, and the men are afraid of some other things.” 
That afternoon I took up the subject of full surrender 
and repeated what this man had said. Then I said to 
them, “ Who is your God, anyway, that you are afraid to 
make a full surrender to Him? He certainly is not the 
God of the Bible, for the name of the God of the Bible is 
Love. Absolute surrender to God is simply putting your- 
self into the hands of Infinite Love. God’s love is not 
only wiser than that of any earthly father, but more 
tender than any earthly mother.” 

Then I used this illustration: “Suppose when I get 
back to Chicago, my son (who was then perhaps ten years 
of age), as soon as he hears my ring at the front door- 
bell, should come running down-stairs and open the door 
and throw himself into my arms and say, ‘ Father, I am 
so glad you are back. We have so greatly missed you 
since you were away. I want to make this a red-letter 
day to celebrate your homecoming. I am not going to 
have any will of my own at all today; I am going to do 
just what you tell me to do at every turn. Please sit 
down, Father, and make me out a program for the whole 
day, telling me just what to do at every hour of the day.’ 
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Now,” I said, “suppose my son said that to me, what 
do you think I would do? Do you think I would call for 
my wife to bring me a sheet of paper and then sit down 
and say, ‘Clara, what are the things that Reuben most 
dislikes to do?’ and then make him out a program for the 
day, putting in all the things he most disliked to do? 
Don’t you know that I would not do that? Don’t you 
know that I would make that the brightest, happiest day 
that Reuben A. Torrey, Jr., ever knew in all his life?” 
And just so it is with God. When we make an absolute 
surrender of our wills and all we have to Him, He brings 
into play all the resources of infinite wisdom and grace 
and power, to fill our lives with sunshine. He may ask 
of us things that we would not of ourselves have chosen 
to do, but if He does, those things will be the very hap- 
piest things that we have to do. For years I held back 
from full surrender to God, indeed from becoming a 
Christian at all, because I was afraid that God would 
command me to preach the Gospel; and I was determined 
to be a lawyer. And God did tell me to preach the Gos- 
pel. But today I would rather preach the Gospel than de 
anything else I know. And so, if any of you are hold- 
ing back, make a full surrender of your will to God and 
God will bring into play all the resources of infinite wis- 
dom and love and power to fill your lives with sunshine. 

However that may be, you will not receive the Bap- 
tism with the Holy Spirit until you do thus make a full 
surrender to God, until you come to Him and say from 
our heart and re ean it, “‘ Heavenly 
Father, here I am. I am Thy property. Thou hast 
bought me with a price and I acknowledge Thine owner- 
ship. Send me where Thou wilt, do with me what Thou 
wilt, use me as Thou wilt.” Through not doing this,

thousands today are missing the Baptism with the Holy 
Spirit and through doing it, thousands upon thousands 
have entered into blessing. 

Some years ago I was attending a Bible Conference at 
Grove City, Pa. One day a Presbyterian minister came 
to me and asked if he might have a private conversation 
with me. I made an appointment with him, and at the 
time appointed we met. ‘This man was one of the leading 
Presbyterian ministers in all that part of the state, a man 
greatly honoured and beloved. When we met, he told me 
this experience; he said, “Some time ago three young 
men from my church went to one of the Student Con- 
ferences at Northfield. They heard you speak on The 
Baptism with the Holy Spirit. When they came back, 
they called upon me in my study and said, ‘ Pastor, we 
think we have heard of something at Northfield about 
which you do not know.’” It seemed to me that that 
was a rather presumptuous thing for young men in their 
position to do with a pastor in his position. But notice 
the quality of the man. He said to them, “ Young men, 
if you have something that I have not, and I ought. to 
have, I want to know about it.” Then they told him 
what they heard at Northfield about the Baptism with 
the Holy Spirit. ‘“ Then,” he continued, “ when they had 
gone, I took my hat and walked out into the woods and 
sat down on a log and looked up to God and said, ‘Oh 
God, if these young men have something that I have not 
and that I ought to have, I want it right now, and the 
best I know, I make a full surrender of all I am and all 
I have to Thee.’ Immediately,” he continued, “ there 
_came stealing into my heart such a sense of peace and

Many years ago I was speaking in the city of Washing- 
ton, D. C., at an International Convention of Christian 
Workers on the Baptism with the Holy Spirit.

tHirsty.” |The fth step, then, is thirst} Do you know 
what it means to be th irsty, were you ever real thirsty? 
I have been, when I was with the troops at Chickamauga 
Park during the Spanish-American War. where 60,000 
soldiers were gathered together and where there was no 
rain for many days, and the air was full of dust thirty 
feet high day and night, and we ate dust and drank dust 
and slept dust and dreamt dust, and no water fit to drink; 
I surely knew what it meant to be thirsty. Again, when 
I was in Southern China in 1902, the cholera was raging 
and one needed to exercise the utmost care in regard to 
what water he drank, I knew what it meant to be thirsty 
then. When a man really thirsts, it seems as if every 
pore in his body had just one cry, ‘‘ Water, water, water.” 
Now apply this to the matter in hand. When a man 
thirsts spiritually, his whole being has just one cry, “ ‘The 
Holy Spirit, the Holy Spirit, the Holy Spirit, O God, 
give me the Holy Spirit.” 

Just as long as we think we can get on some way with- 
out the definite Baptism with the Holy Spirit we are not 
going to have it. Just as long as we are seeking to ac- 
complish by new tricks of oratory, or by a skillful use of 
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words, or by all sorts of psychological and other trick 
methods to influence people, we are not going to have the 
Baptism with the Holy Spirit; but when we come to the 
place that we realize our utter need of the Baptism with 
the Holy Spirit if we are to do effective service for God, 
and long for it at any cost, then it will be ours, and not 
till then, 

Let me illustrate what I mean by two ministers. The 
first one heard me speaking at the State Convention of 
the Y. M. C. A. of New York State, at Jamestown, N. Y. 
I spoke upon this same subject upon which I am speak- 
ing to you today, and said very many of the same things 
I am saying now and said yesterday. This minister, 
coming out of the hall with another minister, said to him, 
“That kind of teaching (that is, the kind I have just 
been giving you) leads either to fanaticism or to despair.” 
He did not ask whether it was scriptural or not. He 
could not deny that it was scriptural, and he was con- 
demned by it, and tried to escape the condemnation of 
his own conscience by this smart remark. Now such a 
man as that is not going to receive the Baptism with the 
Holy Spirit. 

But take another minister. This was at Northfield at 
one of Mr. Moody’s conferences. I had spoken on Sat- 
urday night on “The Baptism with the Holy Spirit; 
What It Is and What It Does, Its Necessity, and Who 
Can Have It.” I was to speak on that Sunday morning 
on “The Baptism with the Holy Spirit, How to Get It.” 
Early in the morning, this minister came around to the 
house where I was stopping, and said, “ Mr. Torrey, I 
have come from (naming a city in New Jersey 
where he was pastor) to Northfield for just one purpose, 
the purpose of being baptized with the Holy Spirit, and 
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I would rather die than go back to my church without it.” 
I said to him, “ My brother, you are going to have it.” 
The following Monday morning he had to leave by an 
early train, but he came around to see me before he went, 
and said, “I want to tell you I have received the Baptism 
with the Holy Spirit.” 

Do you thirst? Do you long for the Baptism with the 
Holy Spirit whatever it may involve and whatever it may 
cost? It may cost you a good deal. It may take you out 
of a nice, comfortable place here in America to China or 
to India or the heart of Africa. 

Some years ago I was at the International Christian 
Workers’ Conference at Hartford, Conn. At the close 
of one of my addresses on this subject, the pastor and 
assistant pastor of the church came to me and asked me 
to pray with them that the visitor for the church might 
be baptized with the Holy Spirit; and, when the crowd 
had gone we knelt together and prayed that she might 
be thus baptized. A year later one of the pastors said to 
me, “I hardly know whether we would have asked you 
to pray that our church visitor might be baptized with the 
Holy Spirit, if we had known what it meant, for we have 
lost her. She has gone as a foreign missionary,” and it 
may take some of you from a place of ease and comfort 
to a place of hardship and sacrifice, if you really are bap- 
tized with the Holy Spirit. Do you want the Holy Spirit 
at any cost? If you do not, there is no good whatever in 
your praying that you may be filled with the Holy Spirit, 
nothing will come of your prayer. 

Before i leave this part of the subject ae me say that 
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You must desire the Baptism with the Holy Spirit in 
order that you may honour God with more effective 
service and not merely that you may get a new power or 
a new influence, or it may be a larger salary. 

One of the most solemn passages in the Bible on this 
whole subject brings this out in a very solemn way. You 
will find it in Acts 8: 20-22, “ Peter said unto him, thy 
money perish with thee because thou hast thought that the 
gift of God may be obtained with money. ‘Thou hast 
neither part nor lot in this matter: for thy heart is not 
right in the sight of God. ‘Repent therefore of this t 
i : -. thought of thine 
heart _may be forgiven thee.’ cere the magician, had 
seen the power that Peter and John had because they had 
been baptized with the Holy Spirit, and he desired a simi- 
lar power for himself. He was willing to pay large 
money for it and offered it, but his unholy desire, intense 
though it was, only brought denunciation and not a bless- 
ing on his head. Be very careful at this point. Get 
alone with God and ask God to search you and show 
you whether your desire for this wonderful blessing 
is a pure desire, in order that you may glorify God 
as you ought, or a selfish, unholy desire, simply in 
order that you may get greater joy or greater power for 
yourself.

THe stxTH STEP Ig DEFI- 
NITE PRAYER FOR THIS DEFINITE BLESSING. | There are 
many in these days, “and ‘they are often well known men, 
excellent men, too, who tell us that we ought not to pray 
for the Holy Spirit, and they reason it out very speciously. 
They say “the Holy Spirit was given to the Church as an 
abiding possession at Pentecost” (that is true), and then 
they ask “why pray for what you have already got?” 
To this the late Dr. A. J. Gordon replied conclusively, 
e“‘ Jesus Christ was given to the world as an abiding gift 
at Calvary (which is certainly true, see John 3:16), He 
was given to the world as a whole, but each individual in 
_the world must appropriate this gift for himself. Just 
so the gift of the Holy Spirit was given to the whole 
Church at Pentecost, but it was given to the Church as 
__a whole, and each individual member of the Church must | 
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“appropriate the. “gift for ‘himself, and God’s way of ap-

But these brethren often go still further, and they say 
“every individual believer in Christ has the Holy Spirit,” 
and that is true also, as we saw a few days ago. Weare 
told definitely in Romans 8:9, “If any man have not 
the Spirit of Christ (and “ the Spirit of Christ ” here does 
not mean a Christlike spirit as it is so often misinter- 
preted, but is a name of the Holy Spirit), he is none of 
His ;” so it is clear that every believer has the Holy Spirit 
in some sense. And these brethren go on and say if then 
every believer already has the Holy Spirit why pray for 
Him? ‘To which the all-sufficient answer is, that it is one 
thing to have the Holy Spirit dwelling in us (as He does 
in every believer) way back in some hidden corner of our 
being where we are not distinctly conscious of His pres- 
ence, and quite another thing and a far more glorious thing 
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to have this indwelling Spirit take entire possession of the 
house that He inhabits, as He does when one is baptized 
(or, filled) with the Holy Spirit. : 

Anyway, against all these specious reasonings of men 
we put the plain, unquestionable utterance of Jesus 
Christ, Luke 11:13, “If ye then, being evil, know how 
to give good gifts unto your children: how much more 
shall your heavenly Father give the Holy Spirit to them 
that ask Him.” 

Some years ago I was on a program of the International 
Christian Workers’ Convention at Boston, to speak on the 
subject of the Baptism with the Holy Spirit, on the last 
evening of the convention, One of the men came to me 
at the noon hour (a most excellent brother) and he said, 
“T notice you are on the program this evening to speak 
on the Baptism with the Holy Spirit.” I said, “ Yes.” 
Then he said, “I think that is the most important sub- 
ject on the program.” I replied, “I think it is impor- 
tant.” “Be sure to tell them,” he continued, “ not to 
pray for the Holy Spirit.” “ My brother,” I replied, “TI 
will tell them to do the very thing that you tell me to tell 
them not to do; for God has said, ‘how much more shall 
your heavenly Father give the Holy Spirit to them that 
ask Him.” “Oh, yes,” he said, “but that was before 
Pentecost.” “ All right,” I said, “how about Acts 4:31, 
was that before Pentecost or after?” He replied, “It 
was certainly after.” “ Well,” I said, “take it and read 
it—And when they had prayed the place was shaken 
where they were assembled together; and they were all 
filled with the Holy Ghost, and they spoke the word of 
God with boldness.” ‘‘ How about Acts 8:15, 16, was 
that before or after Pentecost?” ‘ Well,” he said, “it 
was certainly after Pentecost.” I said, “Take it and 
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read it.’ He read, “ Peter and John when they were 
come down, prayed for them, that they might receive the 
Holy Ghost: (for as yet He was fallen upon none of 
them: only they were baptized unto the name of the Lord 
Jesus).” So you may go right through your Bible, and 
after Pentecost.as well as before Pentecost you will find 
both by explicit statement and by illustrative example 
that men and women were “baptized,” or were “ filled 
with the Holy Spirit,” when they prayed, 

But with me this is not a mere matter of mere exegesis. 
If it were, I would believe it whether I had experience or 
not, for when I find a thing written in the Bible I believe 
it, experience or no experience, for I do not believe in 
trying to bring the Bible down to the level of our experi- 
ence but in bringing our experience up to the level of the 
Bible. But with me this is a matter of definite and abso- 
lutely certain experience. I know that God baptizes men 
with the Holy Spirit as they pray, and that He fills those 
that have been baptized with the Holy Spirit anew with 
the Holy Spirit as they pray, just as definitely as I know 
that water quenches thirst and that food satisfies hunger. 
I know it from my own personal experience. How often 
as I have prayed alone, or as I have prayed in the com- 
pany of like-minded believers, the Holy Spirit has fallen 
upon us just as definitely and consciously as I have heard 
the rain falling on the roof of a building or felt it pouring 
down over my whole body. 

Let me give you one illustration. Some years ago the 
ministers of Chicago were holding daily noon prayer- 
meetings in the Y. M. C. A. building in Chicago as a 
preparation for an expected visit of Mr, Moody to that 
city. It was my privilege to preside at those prayer- 
meetings. One noon in the midst of the meeting a 
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Baptist minister sprang to his feet and said, “ Brother 
Torrey, what we need here in Chicago is an all-night 
prayer-meeting of the ministers.” “ Very well,” I re- 
plied, “if the ministers of Chicago desire an all-night 
prayermeeting, if they will come up to the Chicago Ave- 
nue Church (the Moody Church) next Friday night at 
ten o'clock, we will have a prayer-meeting and if God 
keeps us there all night we will stay all night, we will stay 
as long as God keeps us.” That night at \ten o’clock, 
perhaps six or seven hundred gathered in the prayer- 
meeting room of the Chicago Avenue Church. They 
were not all ministers. There were many other Christian 
workers, as well as some Christian women, 

Were you ever in a meeting where the devil made a 
dead set to spoil the meeting? Well, that was the kind 
of a meeting that we had at first. For example, three 
men got down near the door at the far end of the room 
by three chairs and commenced to pound and shout and 
shriek in a pretense of prayer, and when someone ex- 
postulated with them, saying that things should “ be done 
decently and in order,” they swore at the man who ex- 
postulated with them. A little later a man sprang to his 
feet over at my left and proclaimed that he was Elijah. 
The man was not to blame, he was a lunatic. There were 
seven of whom I knew in the United States at that time 
who claimed to be Elijah, and he was one of the seven. 
Some of the more timid ones began to think, “ Well, if 
this is the kind of a meeting it is going to be, I am 
going home.” But the great bulk of us were there for 
a blessing and we were determined to stay until we 
got it. 

About midnight God gave us complete victory. All the 
discordant elements were eliminated; and oh! what pray- 
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ing there was from that time on up to a little after two 
in the morning. I think I had never heard such praying 
before and have seldom heard such praying since. At 
2:15 (I know the time, for I had taken out my watch a 
few moments before), we were all on our knees, and 
suddenly the Holy Spirit fell upon us. No one could 
speak, no one could pray, no one could sing. All you 
could hear was the subdued sobbing of joy unspeakable 
and full of glory. It seemed to me as I knelt there that 
if I had looked up I would fairly have seen the Holy 
Spirit in that place. This was early Saturday morning. 
The following morning, Sunday morning, at the close of 
my morning service, one of my deacons came to me, he 
could hardly speak yet, and grasped my hand and whis- 
pered, “ Brother Torrey, I will never forget yesterday 
morning to the latest day of my life.” 

But it was not all mere emotion, no, thank God, no. 
Men went out from that meeting in the early morning 
hours to different places with the power of God resting 
upon them, One business man went down to Missouri 
on an early morning train. After he had transacted his 
business he asked the proprietor of the hotel if there was 
any meeting going on in that town. He replied, “ Yes, 
Brother W.- , there is a protracted meeting going on 
up at the Cumberland Presbyterian Church.” The man 
was a Cumberland Presbyterian himself, and he went up 
to the church, After the meeting was opened, he arose 
in his seat, he was a well known man in his denomination, 
and asked the minister if he could say a few words. ‘The 
minister replied, “Certainly, Brother W——.” ‘That 
man poured out his soul, and a little after I heard that 
there were fifty-eight people converted while he was 
speaking. Another young man, Emil Lindfield, who 
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afterwards died as a very successful missionary in South 
Africa, went in the early morning hours to Baraboo, Wis- 
consin, and I soon heard from Baraboo that there had 
been thirty-eight young men and boys converted while 
he spoke. And a little while later, I received a letter from 
a Methodist minister in Wisconsin, near Milwaukee, ask- 
ing me if we had a young man named Samuel J. in 
our Institute. He said that a young man had appeared 
in their midst, a perfect stranger, and said that he was 
Samuel J , of the Bible Institute of Chicago, that he 
had been speaking in the schoolhouses, Methodist Church 
and Soldiers’ Home and that there were conversions 
wherever he spoke. This man also had gone out early 
that morning and up to that section with the Spirit of 
God resting upon him. 

As I went around the world, in 1902 and the years 
that followed, in pretty much every field that I visited, 
Japan, China, New Zealand, Australia, England, Scot- 
land and Ireland, and other lands, I met with men or 
women who had gone out from that meeting with the 
power of God resting upon them. Yes, and we today 
can go out from this meeting to the uttermost parts of 
the earth, with the power of God resting upon us, to 
accomplish mighty things for Him. Yes, beyond the pos- 
sibility of honest question, God does baptize men and 
“women with the Holy Spirit, and fill anew with the Holy | 
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miss the blessing than almost anywhere else. You will 
find this step set forth in the words of Christ in Mark 
11:24: “Therefore I say unto you, what things soever . 
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prayer will ‘bring 1 no result. Here is where a countless 
multitude of earnest seekers for the Baptism with the 
Holy Spirit fail of obtaining the blessing, they do not 
confidently expect. They meet the other conditions, they 
pray definitely and earnestly, but they do not confidently 
expect and therefore they do not get. 
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them.” (The American Standard Revision has gone back 
to the translation of the Authorized Version, “ believe 
that ye receive them,” but without warrant in the Greek 
text. Indeed, they say themselves in the margin, ‘ Greek, 
received, well if that is the Greek why do they not put 
it into the text, for we ought to know exactly what Jesus 
Christ said). This change in the Revised Version greatly 
bothered me when it first appeared. I got one of the 
earliest copies of the Revised New Testament. You will 
remember that the New Testament came out before the 
Old did, and I secured one of the very earliest copies. 1 
started in at the first chapter of Matthew, at the first 
verse, and noted every change in the Revised Version 
from “the Authorized Version,” and compared them 
both with the best Greek text, and noted every change 
in the margin of my own Bible with my own hand. I do 
not need to do that any longer; for the Oxford Publish- 
ing Company has published a Bible, the Two Version 
Bible, in which the changes are indicated in the margin. 
I got on very nicely for the most part, and saw in how 
many instances the Revised Version was from a better 
Greek text than “the Authorized Version,” or a more 
accurate translation, or a more modern rendering of the 
words and therefore in more easily understandable 
English. But one day I came to Mark 11:24, and I read 
the Authorized Version, “ What things soever ye desire 
when ye pray, believe that ye receive them and ye shall 
have them.” ‘That was plain enough; then I turned to 
the Revised Version and read, “ All things whatsoever ye 
pray and ask for believe that ye have received them and 
ye shall have them.” I said to myself, what nonsense, 
what a confusion of the tenses, “believe that ye have 
received them,” past tense, “and ye shall have them,” 
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future tense, in other words, “ believe that you have re- 
ceived ” and “ you shall have what you have already got.” 

Then I turned to the Greek text, and I found out that 
whether it was sense or nonsense, the Revised Version 
was the right rendering of the Greek text, only it should 
have used the aorist instead of the perfect tense. “ Well,” 
I said, “it must be so, but what does it mean,” and for 
the life of me I could not tell and I did not discover for 
years. But some years later I said to my people in Min- 
neapolis, “I am going to take you through the First Epis- 
tle of John, verse by verse. I will study the verses during 
the week and will give to you on the Lord’s Day what I 
find during the week, and if I find anything in First John 
that does not agree with my theology, I will change my 
theology at that point.” Well, I got on very nicely until 
I got to the last chapter, although I did have to change 
my theology at some points. One day in my study, I 
came to 1 John 5: 14, 15, “ And this is the confidence that 
we have toward Him, that, if we ask anything according 
to His will, He heareth us: and if we know that He 
heareth us whatsoever we ask, we know that we have 
the petitions which we have asked of Him.” And then 
I understood Mark 11:24. Do you see it? 

I see that some of you do and some of you do not. 
Well, I will explain it so that every child here can under- 
stand it. When you come to God in prayer, the first 
question to ask is, “Is that petition that I asked of God 
‘according to His will’?” If it is definitely promised in 
His Word, then, of course, you know it is “according to 
His will.” Now then read 1 John 5: 14, “ And this is the 
confidence that we have toward Him, that, if we ask 
anything according to His will, He heareth us.”, Then 
saying to yourself, “I asked this definite thing, I know 
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it is according to God’s will because it is definitely prom- 
ised in His Word, therefore according to 1 John 5:14 I 
know that He has heard me.” Then read the fifteenth 
verse, “ And if we know that He heareth us whatsoever 
we ask, we know that we have the petitions which we 
have asked of Him,” and claim the thing as yours, not 
because you feel it but because God so definitely says so 
in His Word. 

Now apply this to the matter of the Baptism with the 
Holy Spirit. You have taken all the other six steps, and 
you have come to God and asked Him definitely to bap- 
tize you with the Holy Spirit (or, to fill you with the 
Holy Spirit, as the case may be). Then ask yourself, “ Is 
this petition of mine according to His will?” You know 
that it is because Acts 2:39 and Luke 11:13 say so. 
Then read 1 John 5:14, “ This is the confidence that we 
have toward Him, that, if we ask anything according to 
His will, He heareth us.’ Then say, “I asked the Bap- 
tism with the Holy Spirit, I know that is according to His 
will because God says so in Luke 11:13 and Acts 2:39, 
therefore, I know He has heard me.” ‘Then read the fif- 
teenth verse, “and 1f we know that He heareth us what- 
soever we ask, we know that we have the petitions which 
we have asked of Him.” ‘The petition I asked was the 
Baptism with the Holy Spirit, I know He has heard me, 
I know I have what I asked, I kKNow I HAvE THE Bap- 
TISM WITH THE Hoy Spirit. And wuHat you THUS 
TAKE UPON NAKED FAITH IN THE WorpD OF Gop, 
YOU SHALL AFTERWARDS HAVE IN ACTUAL EXPERIMENTAL, 
POSSESSION. 

Let me give you a concrete illustration. Mr. F. B. 
Meyer, of London, and I had gone together to a Students’ 
Conference at Lake Geneva, Wisconsin. He spoke that 
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night on the Baptism with the Holy Spirit. When he 
finished he said, “If any of you wish to speak to Mr. 
Torrey or myself about this matter, we will stay and talk 
with you after the meeting is over.” A young man came 
to me who had just graduated from the Illinois College. 
He said, “I heard of this blessing a month ago and [ 
have been praying for it ever since but I do not get it, 
what is the matter?” I said, “Is your will laid down, is 
your will fully surrendered to God?” He replied, “ No, 
I don’t think it is.” I said, “ Well, your praying will do 
no good until your will is laid down. Will you lay your 
will down now?” He said, “I cannot.” Then I said, 
“ Are you willing that God should lay it down for you?” 
He said, “I am.” Then I said, “ Let us kneel down and 
ask God to do it.” I put two chairs side by side, and we 
knelt down by them. I opened my Bible to 1 John 5:14. 
15 and laid it open on the chair in front of the young 
man. “ Now,’ I said, “ask God to lay your will down 
for you.” He prayed, “ Heavenly Father, lay my will 
down for me, empty me of my self-will, bring my will 
into absolute surrender to Thine own, I ask it in the name 
of the Lord Jesus.” I said, “Is it done?” He said, “It 
must be, I have asked something according to His will 
and I know He has heard me and I know He has done 
what I ask of Him.” I said, “ All right. What is it you 
want?” He replied, “I want the Baptism with the 
Holy Spirit.” I said, “Ask for it.” Again he prayed, 
“ Heavenly Father, baptize me with the Holy Spirit right 
now. I ask it in the name of the Lord Jesus.” I asked, 
“Is it done?” “He said, “ I don’t feel it."oul said) That 
is not what I asked you. Read again the verse before 
you,” and he read, “This is the confidence we have in 
Him, that, if we ask anything according to His will, He 
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heareth us.” I said, “ Was what you asked something 
according to His will?” He said, “It was, Luke 11:13 
and Acts 2:39 say so.” Then I said, “ What, then, do 
you know?” He said, “I know He hears me.” “ All 
right, read the next verse,” and he read, “And if we 
know He heareth us whatsoever we ask, we know that 
we have the petitions that we have asked of Him.” I 
said, “ What do you know?” He said, “I know that I 
have the petition that I have asked of Him.” I said, 
“ What is the petition that you asked of Him?” He said, 
“The Baptism with the Holy Spirit.” I said, “ What 
do you know?” He replied, “J know that I have the 
Baptism with the Holy Spirit; I don’t feel it, but God 
says so.” We got up; I had a few more words with him 
and he went to his tent and I went to mine. 

The next morning I took the boat for an early train 
to Chicago. I came back a few days later; I saw this 
young man down in the audience, and standing on the 
platform I looked over to him where he was sitting in 
the amphitheatre and said, “ Did you really receive the 
Baptism with the Holy Spirit?” He did not need to 
answer, for his face told the story. But he did answer, 
that he had. Two or three years later I told this incident 
at a meeting of the Methodist ministers in Chicago, and 
an inquisitive brother asked me, “ Well, what became of 
the young man?” JI had to reply, “I do not know.” 
But within two weeks, as I was sitting in my office in the 
Bible Institute of Chicago, there came a rap at my door. 
I said, “Come in.” A fine-looking young fellow walked 
in. He said, “Do you recognize me?” [I replied, “I 
know I have seen you somewhere, but I cannot place 
you.” Weal, it was this young man. He was now in the 
Chicago Theological Seminary. A few days later a group 
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of students from the Chicago Theological Seminary came 
over to invite me to speak at the seminary on the Day of 

Prayer for Colleges. I asked them how this young man 

was getting on, and they told me he was getting on in a 

wonderful way, that although he was only a middler in 

the seminary, the seminary had already given him a 
church up in Wisconsin, which, they added, was a very 

unusual thing, but they said something better still, “ He 

is having conversions all the time.” 

When The Day of Prayer came, I went over to the 
seminary and spoke on the Baptism with the Holy Spirit 
and the Spirit of God came upon them. After I had left 
the room they began praying in English, French, Nor- 
wegian, Swedish, Danish and German—no supernatural 
gift of tongues, these were the native languages of the 
different students—and President Fiske, President of the 
seminary at that time, wrote to the Boston Congregation- 
alist that they had a perfect Pentecost; and it all came 
through this young fellow who took the Baptism with 
the Holy Spirit by naked faith in the simple Word of 
God, at Lake Geneva, and any one in this auditorium 
this morning can take it the same way right now. 


IV. THREE QUESTIONS 

Now there are some very important questions that 
some of you would like to ask me, so I am going to ask 
them for you. 

1. The first question that some of you will want to 
ask is, MUST WE KNOW NOT THAT WE HAVE THE BAPTISM 
WITH THE HoLy SPIRIT BEFORE WE TAKE UP OUR WORK? 
Yes, we certainly should. Bur How KNow? ‘There are 
two ways of knowing things: First, by the plain state- 
ment of God’s Word, and Second, by experience; and 
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knowing by God’s Word is a surer way of knowing than 
knowing by experience. Our experiences, or at least, our 
feelings, come and go, according to what we are eating 
or the state of our health; but the Word of God always 
remains the same; and as we have just seen, you can 
know by the naked Word of God right today that you 
have received the Baptism with the Holy Spirit. Whether 
you have felt it or not, you can claim it by simple faith 
in the inerrantly inspired Word of God. 

2. But some of you will desire to ask a second ques- 
tion, May WE NoT HAVE TO WAIT FOR SOME TIME FOR 
THE BapTisM WITH THE Hoty Spirit just as the 
Apostles had to wait ten days between the day when 
the Lord Jesus gave the promise and Pentecost? In 
answer to this question, I would ask, “Have you 
never noticed that the Bible tells us just why the dis- 
ciples had to wait ten days?” Read Acts 2:1, 2 and 
you will find out just why the disciples had to wait ten 
days: “ And when the day of Pentecost was fully come 
(the Greek is, ‘was being fulfilled’), they were all with 
one accord in one place. And suddenly there came a 
sound from heaven as of the rushing of a mighty wind, 
and it filled all the house where they were sitting.” In 
other words, the Holy Ghost could not come upon them 
until the day of Pentecost had fully come, Way back in 
the Old Testament types, yes, way back in the eternal 
counsels of God, the Day of Pentecost was set for the 
imparting of the gift of the Holy Spirit and the gather- 
ing of the Church; and He could not be given therefore 
until the Day of Pentecost was fully come. But now the 
Day of Pentecost has fully come and THERE IS NO NEED 
OF TARRYING Now. Was there any waiting after Pente- 
cost? Read Acts 4:31, “ And when they had prayed the

place was shaken wherein they were gathered together ; 
they were all filled with the Holy Ghost.” 

Was there any waiting in the household of Cornelius? 
They were listening to the first gospel sermon they had 
ever heard and Peter reached the climax of his sermon, 
Acts 10:43, “’To Him (that is, to the Lord Jesus) give 
all the prophets witness, that through His name every 
one that believeth on Him shall receive remission of 
sins,” and instantly they all believed and immediately the 
Holy Ghost fell upon them, right then and there. Was 
there any waiting in the case of Saul of Tarsus? We 
read in Acts 9:17, “ And Ananias departed, and entered 
into the house (that is, the house where Saul of Tarsus 
was waiting in his blindness) ; and laying his hands on 
him said, Brother Saul, the Lord, even Jesus, who ap- 
peared unto thee in the way which thou camest, hath sent 
me, that thou mayest receive thy sight, and be filled with 
the Holy Ghost.” And he took him and baptized him, 
then prayed with him, and immediately he was filled with 
the Holy Ghost, baptized with the Holy Ghost; and we 
read two verses farther down, “ And straightway in the 
synagogues he proclaimed Jesus, that He is the Son of 
God. And all that heard him were amazed and said, is 
not this he that in Jerusalem made havoc of them which 
called on this name? ... But Saul, increased the more 
in strength, and confounded the Jews which dwelt at 
Damascus, proving that this is the Christ.” 

They did have to wait at Ephesus, but simply because 
the fault was entirely in themselves, they did not know 
that the Holy Spirit was yet given; but when Paul told 
them He had been given and they took the necessary 
steps, they were all baptized with the Holy Ghost right 
then and there, before the meeting broke up. So you 
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may have to wait, but if so, the reason of waiting will 
not be in God but in yourself. It is the will of God that 
every child of His who has not already been baptized with 
the Holy Spirit should be so baptized today, but you may 
delay the blessing by not resting upon the finished work 
of Christ as the sole ground of your acceptance before 
God, or by not putting away every known sin, or by not 
openly confessing your renunciation of sin and your ac- 
ceptance of Christ before the world, or by not making a 
full surrender to God, or by not desiring the blessing at 
any cost, or by not definitely praying, or by not expect- 
ing and claiming it right here now. But if you do have 
to wait ten days or even ten minutes, the trouble will be 
entirely with you and not with God. ANy ONE oF you 
MAY BE BAPTIZED WITH THE HoLy SPIRIT BEFORE YOU 
LEAVE THIS BUILDING, or if you have already been thus 
baptized, be filled anew. 

3. But there is a third question that some of you will 
wish to ask, and it is a very important one, and that is 
this: WILL, THERE BE NO MANIFESTATION OF THE BAp- 
TISM WITH THE Hoty SPIRIT WHEN WE ARE THUS 
BAPTIZED, AND WILL EVERYTHING BE JUST THE SAME AS 
IT WAS BEFORE, AND IF IT IS, WHAT IS THE GOOD OF IT 
ANYWAY? Yes, indeed, there will be a manifestation; 
but please notice two things: First, the character of the 
manifestation ; Second, the time of the manifestation. 

First, let us take up The Character of the Manifesta- 
tion, or, How the Baptism with the Holy Spirit Will 
Manifest Itself in Your Case. Some of you possibly 
expect the manifestation to be “the gift of tongues,” or 
“ speaking in tongues,” and expect no other; but, as we 
saw the other day, such expectation is entirely unscrip- 
tural and such dictation to the Holy Spirit is contrary to 
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the plain teaching of the Word of God. But some of you 
will expect an entirely different manifestation. Very 
likely you have read the story of the experience of John 
Wesley, and Charles G. Finney, and D. L. Moody. All 
of these tell very nearly the same story. Mr. Finney put 
it about this way, that when he was baptized with the 
Holy Ghost, great waves like electricity swept over him, 
and he had to pray to God to withhold his hand lest he die 
from very ecstasy on the spot. Mr. Moody, though he 
seldom told it, had a somewhat similar experience. Now 
many of you expect something like that. I do not deny 
the reality of these experiences. The word of men like 
Charles G. Finney and D. L. Moody is to be believed; 
and there is another reason why I do not deny them, 
which I probably would better not mention. But I chal- 
lenge any one to show me anywhere in the Bible one 
single record of any such an experience. I am inclined 
to think that the apostles had them; but if they did they 
kept them to themselves, and I am glad they did, for if 
any one of them had described such an experience that is 
what we would all have been looking for. 

What was the manifestation in every case recorded in 
the Bible? SomMx NEW POWER IN SERVICE. On the Day 
of Pentecost, they spoke with the tongues of the different 
people who were there present, spoke “the mighty works 
of God ” in those tongues (Acts 2:6, 8, 11). They were 
understood by the people there present, resulting in a 
great number of definite conversions of people who heard 
them speaking in the tongues in which they were born. 
The “speaking with other tongues ” on this occasion had 
not the slightest resemblance to the “ pee with 
tongues ” of which some boast today. 

In the case of Saul of Tarsus, there was no record of 
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his speaking in tongues at that time, although we have 
reason to know that Paul did at some times alone by 
himself speak with tongues, but he declared that in the 
public assembly, “I had rather speak five words with my 
understanding, that by my voice I might teach others 
also, than ten thousand words in a tongue” (1 Cor. 
14:19). What was the manifestation in Paul’s case? 
Turn to Acts 9:17-22, and you will find the manifesta- 
tion was simply this, that he proclaimed Jesus as the 
Christ with irresistible power; and THAT WILL BE THE 
ESSENTIAL CHARACTER OF THE MANIFESTATION IN YOUR 
CASE, NEW POWER IN THE WORK THAT GOD HAS CALLED 
YOU TO DO. 

Now let us look at THE TIME OF THE MANIFESTATION. 
When will the manifestation come? AFTER WE TAKE THE 
BAPTISM WITH THE SPIRIT ON SIMPLE FAITH IN THE 
NAKED Worp oF Gop. God’s order is this: First, God’s 
Word, God’s promise; Second, our faith in the Word of 
God, simply because God says it; Third—experience. 
The human heart tries to change God’s order and have 
First, the Word, the promise of God; Second, experience ; 
and then Third, faith. But that is not faith at all, Take 
the case of Abraham. God told Abraham that he was to 
be a father of many nations. Abraham had no reason 
for believing it other than the Word of God. In itself it 
was incredible; he was 100 years old and his wife nearly 
that, They were both beyond the age of having children, 
but the record is that “ Abraham believed God,’ and 
“God reckoned” Abraham’s simple faith in the unsup- 
ported Word of God (just because God said it) “ for 
righteousness.” Abraham had no thrills then! No, just 
God’s Word, that and that alone. He had thrills enough 
when the child was born, and he saw Isaac with his own 
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eyes, because he believed God’s naked Word, T HE ONE 
THING THAT GOD DEMANDS OF MEN IS THAT MEN BE- 
LIEVE WHAT HE SAYS JUST BECAUSE HE says IT; that’s 
faith. Whenever you require some feeling or some ex- 
perience before you believe God’s Word, you are making 
God a liar. 

Take my own experience. I had been a minister for 
some years before I came to the place where I saw that 
I had no right to preach until I was definitely baptized 
with the Holy Ghost. I went to a business friend of mine 
and said to him in private, “I am never going to enter 
my pulpit again until I have been baptized with the Holy 
Spirit and know it, or until God in some way tells me to 
go.” Then, just as far as I could, I shut myself up alone 
in my study and spent the time continually on my knees 
asking God to baptize me with the Holy Spirit. As the 
days passed, the devil tried to tempt me by saying, “ Sup- 
pose Sunday comes and you are not baptized with the 
Holy Spirit, what then?” I replied, “ Whatever comes, 
I will not go into my pulpit and preach again until I have 
been baptized with the Holy Spirit and know it, or God 
in some way tells me to go; even though I have to tell 
my people that I have never been fit to preach.” But 
Sunday did not come before the blessing came. I had it 
more or less definitely mapped out in my mind what 
would happen; but what I had mapped out in my mind 
did not happen. I recall the exact spot where I was 
kneeling in prayer in my study. I could go to the very 
spot in that house at 1348 N. Adams St., Minneapolis. 
It was a very quiet moment, one of the most quiet mo-. 
ments I ever knew; indeed, I think one reason I had to 
wait so long was because it took that long before my soul 
could get quiet before God. Then God simply said to 
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me, not in any audible voice, but in my heart, “ It’s yours. 
Now go and preach.” Oh, if I had only known my Bible 
better. He had already said it to me in His Word in 
1 John 5:14, 15; but I did not then know my Bible as 
well as I know it now, and God had pity on my igno- 
rance and said it directly to my soul. You do not need 
to have it said directly to your soul; for I have shown it 
to you this morning in His Word. 

I went and preached, and I have been a new minister 
from that day to this. I was then the pastor of a very 
small and obscure church, though I had taken two degrees 
at Yale and had studied at two German universities, But 
from that time my field began to wonderfully enlarge until 
at last I had preached the gospel around the world and 
had seen I suppose hundreds of thousands converted to 
Christ. 

Some time after this experience (I do not recall just 
how long after), while sitting in my room one day, that 
very same room, I recall just where I was sitting, before 
my revolving bookcase, I do not know whether I was 
thinking about this subject at all, I do not remember, but 
suddenly, as near as I can describe it, though it does not 
exactly describe it, I was struck from my chair on to the 
floor and I found myself shouting (I was not brought up 
to shout and I am not of a shouting temperament, but I 
shouted like the loudest shouting Methodist) “glory to 
God, glory to God, glory to God,” and I could not stop. 
I tried to stop, but it was just as if some other power 
than my own was moving my jaws. At last, when I had 
succeeded in pulling myself together, I went down-stairs 
and told my wife what had happened. But that was not 
when I was baptized with the Holy Spirit. I was bap- 
tized with the Holy Spirit when I took Him by simple 
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faith in the naked Word of God, and any one of you can 
be thus baptized today, yes, you can be thus baptized 
before you leave this building this afternoon. God grant 
that you may be. What I am trying to get you to do 
more than all else is just to get you to believe God’ 


Word without any other guarantee and.to.take.the Bap-| 
tism with the Holy Spirit by simple faith.in God’s Word. 


~~ Let me tell you one more incident before I close. July’ 

8, 1894, I was at a Students’ Convention at Northfield, 
Mass. The preceding night I had spoken in Stone Hall 
upon “The Baptism with the Holy Spirit; What It Is, 
What It Does, Who Needs It, and Who Can Have It,” 
and now the closing Sunday morning service was being 
held in the Congregational Church, and I was speaking 
on “The Baptism with the Holy Spirit, How To Obtain 
It.” I said very much what I have said to you this after- 
noon and yesterday afternoon. As I finished, I took out 
my watch and saw that it was exactly twelve o’clock. I 
turned to that great body of students and said, “ Mr. 
Moody has invited us to go up on the mountain this after- 
noon at three o’clock to pray that we may receive the 
Holy Spirit. It is now exactly twelve o’clock, it is three 
hours to three o’clock, some of you cannot wait three 
hours and you do not need to. Go to your room in the 
hotel, go to your room in the buildings, go to your tent, 
go out into the woods, go anywhere where you can get 
alone with God and have this matter out with God.” 

That afternoon at three o’clock we all met up in front 
of Mr. Moody’s mother’s house, she was still living then. 
Then we went down through the lane and through the 
gate, 456 of us in all, Paul Moody counted us as we went 
through the gate. Four hundred and fifty-six men from 
Yale, Harvard Amherst, Dartmouth and other Eastern 
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colleges, and went up the mountain side. After we had 
gone some distance, Mr. Moody said, “I think we do not 
need to go any farther, let us stop here.” He sat down 
on a stump, others sat down on logs, or on the ground. 
Mr. Moody said, “ Before we go to God in prayer, have 
any of you anything to say?” One after another of those 
men arose, I should think about seventy-five in all (as I 
recall it), and said in substance, “ Mr. Moody, I could 
not wait until three o’clock, I have been alone with God 
and I believe I have been baptized with the Holy Spirit.” 
When these testimonies were over, Mr. Moody said, “I 
can see no reason why we should not kneel down right 
here now and ask God that the Holy Spirit may come 
upon us just as definitely as He came upon the Apostles 
on the Day of Pentecost. Let us pray.” We knelt in 
prayer, some of us lay on the ground on our faces (there 
were no women present; all men), and we began to pray. 
As we had gone up the mountain side clouds had been 
gathering over the mountain, and as we began to pray, 
the clouds broke and the raindrops began to fall upon us 
through the overhanging pine needles, But another cloud 
‘had been gathering over Northfield for ten days, a coud! 
_big with the grace and power of God. As we began to 
‘pray our prayers seemed to pierce that cloud, and the 
/Hol Ghost fell upon us. jf
